Some One Mast Suffer for the Fall.

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Havana says the 
government is looking for a svapagoat. 
If one shall be found, the hope seems 
to be that Madrid will be satisfied a 
while longer, and the present situation 
may continue. Nevertheless, the pre- 
vailing view is that explanations ean- 
not be made that would satisfy. So 
much was expected from Gen. Lianso’s 
continuous trip around the island and 
so little has come from it that the 
disappointment felt cannot be con- 
cealed. The ca@eptain-geneéral’s promise 
that this month would bring peace 
seems to have been taken literally in 
Spain. It was not so in Cuba. The 
statement that Capt.-Gen. Blanco was 
on a tour of inspection, engaged chiefly 
in visiting the hospitals, does not sat- 
isfy the hopes that had been enter- 
tained. The intransigeants in Cuba 
may refrain from open demonstrations 
of hostility, though they are becoming 
restless. What they will do cannot be 
predicted with certainty. But they ere 
not hestiat to spur the conserva- 


ettves In Spain to action, and this brings 


the, government back to the question 
of the scapegoat. 

Gen. Pando apparently thinks he may 
be selected for that role. The Wevler- 
ites are watching their chances, and 
Gen. Seguro has returned to the penin- 
sula ready to condemn P..n‘)'s plan 
of military operations in the eastern 
part of the island.

be an esential factor of the situation, 
He based this statement upon figureg 
which he preduced to show that the 
natives, or Kanakas, were rapidly dye 
ine off as a result of their co-mingling 
with outside races. 

He contended that the tslanderg 
eould not long remain to dispute the 
supremacy of ‘some other race, and 
what race that should be would de- 
pend largely upon the present action 
of the United States Senate. If wa 
should elect to make the islands a part 
of the United States the American 
people would at once become the coune 
selling element in Hawaii, but if we 
should fail to take advantage of the 
opportunity now offered, some otheg 
people would in all probabllity assume 
the position of control, which naturally 
and traditionally belongs to the United

He controverted the position of Senae 


tors Pettigrew and White that the 
American could not labor In the Ha 
waiian bsiands. He quoted weathed 


statistics 'o show that the 


j on the isiand’s coasts ranged from 
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to 88 deg. during the year, which, he

sively hot climate. Farther inland 
it wae still cooler, and on the moun- 
tains frosts were not infreqaént. If 
the white man of this country should 
not be impressed with the islands, Mr. 
Teller thought they would make an 
excellent location for the colored peo- 
ple of the United States, who might 
desire to leave this country and would 
find congenial employment in_ the 
sugar plantations and coffee fields of 
Hawali.

EXCITED CROWDS BLOCK THE 
WAY TO THE COURT. 


One Individual Who Had the Temer- 
ity to Shout for Zola Was 
Quickly Suppressed. 


OFFICIALS REFUSE TO TESTIFY. 


THE NATIONAL DEFENSE DE- 
NOUNCED AS A JOKE, 
From Present Indications Very 


Little Will Result from the Trial. 
May Develop into a Star. 
Chamber Affair, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT NEPORT.] 

PARIS, Feb. 7.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The trial of M. Emile Zola and 
M. Perreux, manager of the Aurore, 
who are being prosecuted by the gov- 
ernment as the result of a letter that 
the novelist caused to be published in 
tn the Aurore in December last, 
dtrongly reflecting upon high officials 
connected with the Dreyfus case, 
opened today in the Assizes Court of 
the Seine. M. Zola was represented 
by M. Laborie and M. Perreux was 
defended by M. Clemenceau. 


The keenest public interest was 
manifested in the case. Hundreds 
of people surrounded ‘the court anx- 


ious to gain admission. The crowds 
increased in number all the morning. 
The arrival of Henri Rochefort was 
the signal for shouts of “Vive Roche- 
fort!’ and counter cries of “A bas 


Rochefort!”’ 

Turning in the direction of the hos- 
tile cries, M. Rochefort shouted, “It 
would seem that with four of you at 
f.5 apiece, the Dreyfus syndicate will 
not be ruined.” 

M. Zola, who arrived in a carriage 
shortly afterward, was greeted with 
vehement shouts of “‘Conspuez Zola! 
(“Spit upon Zola!’’) 

An individual who shouted “Vive 
Zola!” was promptly hustled and sup- 
pressed. 

The proceedings commenced at 1 
p.m., under the presidency of M. de le 
Gorgue, who announced that the court 
yould be cleared if there should be 
any demonstration. Although the court 
was thronged, quiet was maintained, 
owing to the knowledge that a com- 
pany of Republican Guards had been 
placed at the disposal of the judge to 
preserve order. 

While the jury was being selected, 
M. Zola entered the dock. e was 
pale. A few cries of ‘‘Vive Zola!”’.were 
promptly suppressed by the vigorous 
protests of the majority of the audi- 
ence, 

After the reading of the indictment, 
the advocate-general explained that 
the charge was strictly limited to the 
passage in M. Zola’s letter denouncing 
the Esterhazy court-martial. 

Continuing, the advocate-general 
said it was imperative to prevent the 
proceedings from wandering, and “thus 
playing into the hands of the accused, 
whose aim it is to get a revision of 
the Dreyfus affair by a _ circuitous 
route.” 

The court decided to allow the ac- 
cused to call evidence in support of 
the charges contained in his letter, in- 
cluding the accusations that he made 


against Col. Paty du Clam and 
Gens. Mercier Boisdeffre, Billot and. 
Pellieux. 


M. de le Gorgue read a number of 
letters of excuse, including one from 
the Minister of Justice, M. Darian, 
anouncing that the Minister of War, 
Gen. Billot, had not received the au- 
thority of the Cabinet to testify. Gen. 
de la Gorgue also read a letter from 
ex-President Casimir-Perter, saying he 
could not testify, except as to facts 
subsequent to his Presidency. Col. Paty 
du Clam was then called and refused 
to testify. 

M. Laborie urged the importance of 
his testimony, adding that unless the 
court ordered the witness to testify he 
might be compelled to demand an ad- 
journment until the next’ session. 
Counsel also said he was not prepared 
to oppose a secret trial, if it was ab- 
solutely necessary, but, continued M. 
Laborie, the allegation that the matter 
they discussed was connected with 
State secrets and national defense was 
a mere joke. 

The advocate-general then protested 
against the national defense being 
called a jeke, to which M. lLaborie’ 
hotly replied that he would not per- 
mit anyone, not even the advocate- 
general, to cast suspicion on his pa- 
triotism. [Cheers.] 

Addressing the jury, M. Laborie said: 
“The proof we wish to show you is so 
striking thai our own opponents are 
making efforts to prevent its becoming 
known. Nevertheles:, if it is necessary, 
I will declare it alone, without wit- 
ness. If 1 fail, Dreyfus will remain in 
the galleys, where he was placed by a 
law expressly made for him.” [Violent 
protests. 

M. Laborie imsisted that the judges 
of Dreyfus should give evidence and 
that Mme. Boulancy, wihcrn Zola had 
summoned, but who has declined to ap- 
pear on the ground of ill-health, should 
also testify, urging that she be ordered 
te appear if necessary. Counsel 
added that Mme. Boulancy, in addition 
to the notorious Uhlan letter, pos- 
sessed others from Maj. Esterhazy, out- 
rageously insulting the French army, 
which had not been published. M. La- 
borie further contended that Maj. 
Esterhazy wos persecuting Mme. Bou- 
lancy in onier to prevent her from gur- 
rendering the letters. 

Counsel for the Aurore supported M. 
Laborie’s request for the appearance 
of Mme. Boulancy and urging the cour} 
to obtain a verification of her alleged 
ilf-health. 

Later on M. Laborie insisted thet the 
depositions made before the examining 
magistrate be read in court. This was 
opposed by the Atiorney-General on the 
ground that the examination was not 
concluded. 

M. Laborie then violently protested 
against the absence of the subpoenaed 
Witnesses. Referring to the non-ap- 
mearance of Gem. Mercier, 
“When he was Minister of War he sub- 
mitted to the judges of Dreyfus, be- 


counsel, a secret document, which, 
however, he said, was unimportant.

This attempt to drag the former Min- 
ister of War into the witness stand 
caused much commotion in _ court, 
which was increased when, on several 
members of the Dreyfus court-martial 
refusing to testify, M. Zola rose up in 
the dock and indignantly cried: “We 
must Know if these persons are acting 
under the orders of the Minister of 
War or their own volition.” 

Gen. Boisdeffre was then called, and 
claimed exemption on the ground of 
professional secrecy, whereupon M. 
Laborie shouted, “One would really 
think all of these officers imagined 
they formed a separate caste, above 


| ail rights, and that they ‘are totally

The court then ordered a short ad- 
journment until 4:30 p.m., in order to 
allow M. Laborie to draft his argu- 
ment. 

On the resumption of the hearing M. 
Laborie made a speech demanding that 
the witnesses be ordered to attend 
and testify. Counsel for M. Zola de- 
posited with the court written appli- 
cations requiring the ,covurt to order 
the subpoenaed witnesses to appear. 

Regarding Col. Paty du Clam, the 
application charges him with illegal 
acts in the Dreyfus and Esterhazy 
affair, claiming that if these acts 
shall be proved in court the good faith 
of the accused will be demonstrated. 
Therefore, Col. Paty du Clam should 
be compelled to testify, or, without 
prejudice to the right of the appellants, 
counsel would demand the postpone- 
ment of the the trial to later sessions, 
if necessary. 

M. Laborie further affirmed that he 
is prepared to show that the letters 
that Col. Paty du Clam alleges “the 
veiled lady” sent him, prejudicing 
Col. Picquart, emanated from one of 
Col. Paty du Clam’s own friends and 
not from Col. Picquart. Counsel is 
Willing that Col. Paty du Clam’s evi- 
dence be given behind closed doors, if 
necessary. 

On the conclusion of the proceedings, 
as Gen. Genz, who was present in the 
courtroom in full uniform, emerged, 
accompanied by an orderly, he was 
greeted with shouts of “Vive l'Armée, 
and a number of people followed him, 
cheering until the police dispersed 
them. 

M. Zola conferred with his counsel, 
M. Laborie, for half an hour in a pri- 
vate room, and then left by a private 
staircase and emerged through the 
porter’s lodge, but he was recognized 
as he drove away. The crowd was 
divided, some cheering the novelist 
and others denouncing him. 


“AMONG THOSE PRESENT.” 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

PARIS, Feb. 7.—It was a day of con- 
siderable emotion, but scanty progress. 
M. Schurer-Kestner and M. Mathieu 
Dreyfus were conspicuous in court, 
and in the audience were several nota- 
ble people, and many ladies, especially 
actresses, most of whom were provided 
with sandwiches and bottles of wine. 

Mme. Zola was almost crushed out 
of sight in a back corner. Mme. Zever- 
rine, the authoress and M. Zola’s de- 
voted champion, was also there. When 
Zola. entered, everybody was on tiptoe 
to get a glimpse of him, and there was 
some disorder pending the arrival of 
the Judge. Scarcely was he seated when 
a bundle of telegrams was handed to 
M. Zola, all addressed, “Zola, Court of 
Assizes, Paris,’’ and other telegrams 
poured in during the proceedings, al- 
together 400, from all parts of the 
world, offering sympathy and congrat- 
ulations. One from Belgium, bearing 
the signatures of legal and literary ce- 
lebrities and signed by a group of 
Roman Catholic priests, said: “Viva la 
Justice.”’ 

M. Zola, who was quite calm, a: 
the barrister: “What is the 
penalty to which I am liable?” 

On being told that it was six months” 
imprisonment, he rejoined smilingly: 
“If truth could but emerge from this 
trial I would willingly take six months 
more.‘ 

The proceedings at the present stage 
are a struggle between Maitre Laborie 
and Advocate-General Van Casset. 
the latter being determined to restrict 
the scope of the trial, and the former 
to enlarge it. There is no doubt that 
the visible efforts of the government to 
suppress inquiry by its refusal to al- 
low Gen. Billot. Minister of War. and 
other important witnesses to testify 
came as a great surprise to (the audi- 
ence. 

M. Zola, who was interviewed late 
tonight, looked rathed haggard and 
was hoarse, but he*seemed buoyant, 
and spoke hopefully of the day’s pro- 
ceedings. He praised the moderation 
and courtesy of the president of the 
court. He said he believed he had al- 
ready produced some effect on the pub- 
lic mind, adding that the day’s record

REVOLUTION IN NICARAGUA. 


Minister Merry Cables the News 
from Costa Rica. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—It appears 
from a more careful scrutiny of the 
news cabled to the State Department 
from San José, Costa Rica, last Satur- 
day, that a revolution is in progress in 
Nicaragua, and not in Costa Rica, aes 
was at first announced. The advices 
came from United States Minister 
Merry, who is now at his post in Costa 
Rica, where he has been received with- 
out difficulty, notwithstanding his re- 
jection by Nicaragua. 

The navy is unusually well prepared 
to protect American interests in Nica- 
ragua, as well as the canal commis- 
sion, having a warship on each coast 
of the country, or near by. 

SOME SKIRMISHING. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from San Juan del Sur 
says: 

“Conservative refugees, who have 
been threatening an attack on the 
government since their failure last 
September, rushed through the vil- 
lage without the slightest warning and 
surprised the barracks. There was one 
fataility on each side. 

“The Rivas authorities were unaware 
of the refugees’ entry into Nicaraguan 
territory until 6 o’clock. A detach- 
ment of about two hundred men twas 
started at 7 o’clock with hopes of in- 
tercepting the attack in San Juan or 
retaking the place. They advanced to 
the top of the divide, about a league 
from here, where they encamped with 
the intention of attacking at daylight, 
scouts having reported that the revo- 
lutionists were at the foot of the hill. 
There were slight skirmishes yester- 
day, but no serious attack was made. 

“Revolutionists, about five hundred 
strong, are entrenched in a good post 
outside the town. More government 
troops are expected at Rivas tomor- 
row.”

Place then fled to her room, locked the 
door and turned on two jets of gas. 
Place secured help, and the rloor was 
broken open.

She Turns to This Country in Her 
Hour of Need.

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—James Selig- 
man, senior member of the firm of J. 
& W. Seligman, which is said to be 
about to undertake the refunding of 
the Mexican national debt, declines to 
give any particulars as to the part his 
firm ,is to take in the scheme. He 
said: ‘“‘Nothing has as yet been done 
that can be made pwhblic. Neither will 
the matter be far enough advanced 
tomorrow, nor in a week, to justify 

us saying anything about it.” 

Sefior Don José Ives Limnatour, the 
Mexican Secretary of Finances, 
through whose influence the Seligmans 
secured the award from the govern- 
ment, it is said, is a member of the 
German banking house of Scherer & 
Co., in the City of Mexico, and at least 
one member of that firm is connected 
by marriage with the Seligmans of 
this.city. The foreign banking house 
which is to codperate with the Selig- 
mans, is Baro Bleichroder & Co., the 
Berlin branch of the Rothschilds’ 
banking house 

The negotiations in this city are 
regarded as remarkable. Nearly all 
the bonds are held in England, Ger- 
many and Holland, yet Mexico comes 


'to the United States for relief from 


her European friends. 


Remarkable for Omissions. 


LONDON, Feb. 7.—The speech is ex- 
pected to be long, ‘but rather more 
remarkable for its omissions than its 
contents. It is quite evident that no 
settlement has yet been arrived at re- 
specting China, which will admit of 
more than a bare mention. The same 
applies to the West African difficulty, 
with France and the troublesome Cre- 
tan negotiations, which are again in 
a state of collapse. 

The public is anxious to learn more 
about the Soudan advance, but it is 
not likely to be gratified to any ex- 
tent. It is said, however, that there 
will be a long reference to the West 
Indies and the sugar commission. No 
proposal will be made to relieve the 
Indian exchequer of the costs of the 
campaign of the Northwest frontier. 
The message, addressed especially to 
the House of Commons, will deal 
largely with the intended increase in 
the army estimates, with a view to 
strengthening the army, and amend- 
ing the conditions of service. Some 
fourteen new bills are mentioned, 
mostly of local interest. The Marquis 
of Salisbury and the other leaders gave 
the customary liamentary dinners 
this evening. Lord Roseberry re- 
turned to iown today from Naples.

JUDGE WOODWARD DENOUNCES

One Witness Describes the Actions

WILKESBARRE (Pa.,) Feb. 7.—Hun- 
dreds of persons anxious to hear what 
action Judge Woodward would take in 
reference to the sensational outbreak 
on Saturday between Attorneys Gar- 
man and Lenahan, opposing counsel in 
the Latimer shooting case, thronged 
the courtroom today. Judge Woodward 
spoke of the incident of Saturday, say- 
ing that after he had left the bench 
and before court adjourned, an alter- 
cation had arisen between two lawyers 
engaged in the trial, which the court 
did not fully hear nor realize until they 
were seen in the newspapers. 

“Hliad we heard,” said the Judge, 
“what was said, we should have dealt 
with the lawyers in a summary man- 
ner as the affair so deserved, and if 
there is a repetition of it, we shall 
punish the guilty parties for contempt 
of court.’’ 

Then came a severe denunciation of 
the sensational issue of certain news- 
papers in endeavoring, as the court 
said, to prevent justice by an exagger- 
ation of the facts and incidents of the 
trial. He would, he gaid; not mention 
any names at present, “but if the as- 
tounding falsehoods and misrepresen- 


the paper will find the doors of the 
court closed to them,” 

The first witness today was Silas 
Jones, justice of the peace of West 
Hazelton. He stated that he had seen 
the meeting of the deputies and strik- 
ers at West Hazelton and followed 
them to Latimer. He saw Sheriff Mar- 
tin advance toward them with a paper 
in his hand. Some of them surrounded 
him and an altercation occurred, but 
the witness could not see exactly how 
the altercation took place. He heard 
a couple of shots and then a volley 
and saw séveral men fall. Two fell 
near him. He was asked what the 
spectators said after the shooting. The 
defense objected. 

After listening to all of the argu- 
ments, the court sustained the objec- 
tion, thus shutting out the evidence. 
This is regarded as an important 
point gained for the defense. 

Counsel for the defense asked the 
witness if be was not frightened when 
he saw the Sheriff surrounded by the 
strkers, and he repled that he was, and 
owing to this fact he could not teli 
clearly just what happened at the 
moment. 

John Yeager, a Slav. who required 
an interpreter, said he had seen the 
deputies on their way to Latimer on 
the day of the shooting. All were 
armed with rifles, but he could not 
see whether the Sheriff had any 
weapons. 

Just before the noon adjournment the 
court accepted bail for all of the ac- 
cused deputies and the Sheriff in the 
amount of $6000 each, making $420,000 
in all. Bail was furnished by the Phil- 
adelphia Surety Company.

CHINA SENDS AN EX-MINISTER TO 
NEGOTIATE A LOAN. 


She King Cheng Arrives at St. 
Petersburg for the Purpose—A 
British Prediction Which Failed, 


The Japanese Indemnity. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


BERLIN, Feb. 7.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] According to the Ostasiatische 
Correspondenz, the organ of the Chi- 
nese embassy here, a revulsion of feel- 
ing has occurred in Peking regarding 
the loan. The Tsung Li Yamen, there- 
fore, has telegraphed Shu King Cheng, 
former Ministef to Russia and Ger- 
many, to proceed from Berlin to St. 
Petersburg to attend to the negotia- 
tions for +a loan. It was Shu King 
Cheng who negotiated China’s first 
loan of 100,000,000 taels, and the paper 
suggests that if China were only se- 
rious, she could raise an international 
loan, entirely dispensing with foreign 
aid. Furthermore, it professes “to 
know that Japan is ready to meet 
China half way by accepting guarantee 
bonds.

A BRITISH PREDICTION.

LONDON, Feb. 7.—The Peking cor« 
respondent oi the Times, telegraphing 
yesterday, says: 

“T haye reasons to believe that Ching 
will be’ induced to decline the British 
proposals in consequence of Ruasian 
opposition, and, similarly, that she 
will be unable to accept the Russian 
proposals, owing to England’s opposi- 
tions. The country is helpless and ur- 
able to pay the indemnity except by 
installments, but China nurses the 
hope that Japan will agree to an ex< 
tension of time.

Writ of Mandate Upon a Mayor.

HONOLULU, Jan. 27.—[Wired from 
Seattle, Wash., Feb. 7.] Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Watson arrived here on the 
22d inst., on their way around the 
world. Mrs. Watson is the only daugh- 
ter of Claus Spreckels, the sugar king. 
Her marriage with Watson caused a 
family estrangement which has not 
been healed to this day. Spreckels 
claimed that his daughter was un- 
grateful, and in addition he charged 
Watson with being a fortune-hunter. 
The daughter denied both charges, 
and as a proof of good intentions 
deeded back to her father property 
worth $1,500,000. 

Mrs. Watson now claims her father 
has been more than unkind to her 
since Ker marriage, and to even up 
things she has decided to invite the 
aid of the Hawaiian courts for the 
recovery of $1,500,000 worth of prop- 
erty which she deeded back to him at 
the time of her marriage. It has long 
been known in Honolulu that Mrs. 
Watson's deed to Claus Spreckels was” 
not signed by her husband, and the 
impression has prevailed that it was 
invalid on that account. Her conten- 
tion will hold good in this country, 
it is claimed, for the reason that a 
husband's signature must accompany 
the wife’s to make a transfer legal. 

Most of ‘the property owned by Mrs. 
Watson prior to her marriage is sit- 
uated in Honolulu, and consists of 
husiness blocks. The income is said 
to be $1000 a month. Mrs. Watson 
has, through her lawyers here, made 
a demand on all tenants of the -build- 
ings to pay their rents to her legal 
representatives. It is generally. under- 
stood that the big house of William 
G. Irwin & Co., who occupy the lower 
floor of a building, will decline to no- 
tice the demand of Mrs. Watson’s at- 
torneys, and the result will be a law- 
suit, in which Claus Spreckels! will 
have to defend his rights to the prop- 
erty in dispute.

FIGEL’S TRIAL BEGINS. 


Gen, Barnes Outlines a Strong Line 
of Defense. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 7.—The trial 
of Theodore Figel for the murder of 
Isaac Hoffman commenced in earnest 
this morning before Judge Carroll Cook 
and a jury that it took two weeks to 
select. The bitter contest that was 
waged in the Police Court was re- 
newed in a tribunal whose judgment 
means life or death to the accused. 
On that account, and from the ex- 
traordinary circumstances of the case, 
arousing the interest of influences out- 
side those of the police department and 
the prosecuting officers of the State, 
the courtroom was well thronged with 
the curious. 

Figel and Counsel Louderback and 
Gen. W. H. T. Barnes were on deck at 
an early hour, while the prosecution 
was represented by ex-Judge D. J. 
Murphy and Asst. Dist.-Atty. Hosmer. 
When all was ready Judge Murphy 
made the opening statement to the jury 
on behalf of the prosecution. He told 
the twelve men in the box the nature 
of the crime they had to investigate, 
and then entered upon a detailed his- 
tory of the life of the murdered man. 
When he ®ad concluded, he was about 
When. Gen. 
Barnes interrupted him with the inti- 
mation that he desired to make his 
opering statement for the defense. 

Judge Murphy gave way and Gen. 
Barnes tcok his place before the jury. 
After a brief introduction the counsel 
for the defense outlined the facts he 
expected to show that would forever 
disconnect Figel witht the alleged mur- 
der. In so doing he endeavored, in the 
first place, to destroy the edifice of mo- 
tive that Judge Murphy had built up. 
He would show, he said, that it was 
certainly not Figel who had anything 
to conceal, and that even if he had, the 
killing of Hoffman would have been 
his worst possible mistake. 

As against the theory that Hoffman 
had been murdered, Gen. Barnes spoke 
of the nature of Hoffman’s wounds, 
showing that the pistol must have 
been pressed against the dead man’s 
head. In fact, when taken to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital, the marks of black 
powder were found in Hoffman's 
mouth. 

Then, regarding the pistol with which 
the dead man was killed, Gen. Barnes 
sprang a surprise. He showed that 
there were two pistols, one larger than 
the other, both purchased by Figel, 
but he claimed that one of them Figel 
had given to Hoffman. 

“The dead man’s own brother, 
Charles Hoffman, saw the very pistol 
that Judge Murphy just now bran- 
dished in the face of the defendant 
in the possession of Isaac Hoffman on 
the 29th day of May, two days before 
the tragedy,” said Gen. Barnes with 
emphasis. ; 

“That’s news to me,” 
Judge Murphy. 

“Yes, sir,”’ returned Barnes. “Charles 
Hoffman told me so himself in my of- 
fice. He said he did not so testify at 
the preliminary examination, for ihe 
knew exactly how that proceeding 
would end. But he had told Hoffman’s 
partner, Edward S. Rothchild, about it, 
and that Rothchild had advised him 
to say nothing about it. ‘Say nothing 
just now,’ Rothchild said.”

REPEATS HIS CONFESSION. 


Frank Bellew Tells How He Killed 
His Brother and Sister. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SUISUN, Feb.-7.—Frank Bellew has 
repeated to the District Attorney his 
confession of the murder of his brother 
and sister. He made only a few new 
statements. He said that before he 


| left the ranch on the afternoon of the 


day he put the poison in the kettle he 
emptied the powder out of its original 
package and folded it in a newspaper, 
throwing the box away in front of the 
ranch house. He thinks he burned this 
paper. He also has said: ‘“‘When I held 
Susie’s hand while she was dying I 
did not give her water or broth to drink 
or anything else. All that I gave her 
was some ice. It is not true that my 
brother Tom knew anything of the 
poisoning, either before or after it hap- 
pened. He is entirely innocent. I am 
sorry for Tom and Arthur, but I don’t 
see why they want to worry.”’ 

Arthur Bellew cried bitterly when he 
met hiS brother in his cell, but the 
prisoner seemed stolid. 

“Tell me with your own lips, Frank,” 
said Arthur, “that you have made this 
confession. I can hardly believe it.” 

‘That’s what I did,”’ was the answer. 
‘Tt is true. I killed Susie and Louis, 
but 'I don’t really Know why I did it.” 

The murderer has expressed @ desire 
to plead guilty, but rather hesitated 
about this after a visit from his at- 
torney, Reese Clark. The attorney 
asked permission of Sheriff Rush to 
bring a physician to the jeil with him, 
and there is little doubt that this re- 
quest means that insanity has been 
chosen as the line of defense that will 
be adopted. 

The case will be brought before the 
grand jury Tuesday. 

Under Sheriff Robinson says Watch- 
man Wells thought Frank Bellew tried 
to commit suicide last night by. put- 
ting a, handkerchief dewn his throat. 
Wells says he thinks the attempt was 
made, but Bellew vigorously denies it. 

Bellew says he does not wish his rela- 


tions to spend money for his defense. 
He also clings to the idea that by con- 
fessing he may get life imprisonment. 
He is, however, prepared for the worst. 
He speaks frequently of his love for 
his wife. He wishes to be left alone 
as much as possible. He was visited 
by his brother Tom today, and they 
conversed regarding family matters. He 
still asserts that his portion of the 
estate was not the motive for his crime. 


SUTRO MENTALLY INCOMPETENT. 

His Daughter Appointed Guaardian 
of His Person and Estate. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 7.—Adolph 
Sutro, ex-Mayor of San Francisco and 
builder of the famous Sutro tunnel, has 
been adjudged mentally incompetent 
by Superior Judge Belcher. His 
daughter, Dr. Emma Sutro-Merritt, 
who has been in constant professional 
attendance on her father for many 
months past, has been appointed 
guardian of his person and estate, her 
bonds being fixed at $100,000. Her two 
brothers and her sister, who reside in 
this city, became sureties on the bond. 

Mr. Sutro is more than 80 years of 
age, and the loss of his mental facul- 
ties is attributed to the weight of 
years, combined with the effects of 
two strokes of apoplexy, which he has 
suffered within the past few months. 
The petition to have his daughter ap- 
pointed his guardian was made by Col- 
Little, manager of the Sutro proper- 
ties, after the members of the family 
and their attorneys had decided that 
such a step was necessary. 

The effect that the withdrawal of 
Mr. Sutro from business may have 
upon the various enterprises with which 
he was connected, is a matter to be 
determined by the family council and 
the lawyers. His interests are so 
vast and diversified that the manner 
of their disposition is a matter of 
great interest. A large part of his 
fortune is in real estate. In San Fran- 
cisco alone he owns more than 1800 
acres of land—about one-eighth of the 
taxable area of the ‘entire county. 
Among other valuable holdings are the 
Sutro Electric Railroad, the Sutro 
Library and stacks of gilt-edged bonds. 
In the present condition of the real 
estate market, it is rather difficult to 
appraise the value of his local realty, 
but a conservative estimate places it 
at a little under $4,000,000. The Sutro 
baths alone cost nearly $1,000,000 

Mr. Sutro {ts a native of Germany, 
and is 81 years of age. His career up 
to the time he inaugurated the 
scheme to tunnel from the Carson 
River Valley was comparatively 
humble and obscure. He was a dealer 
in tobacco and pipes in this city in 
the early days, and subsequently re- 
moved to Nevada, where he engaged in 
the tobacconist’s trade in several min- 
ing camps, finally settling in Virginia 
City. In 1864 he secured from _ the 
Nevada Legislature the right-of-way 
for his famous tunnel, whith was 
commenced October 19, 1869. and con- 
cluded July 8, 1878. It cost $5,069,801. 
In addition to his mining ventures in 
Nevada, he edited a newspaper. He 
was interested in politics, and at va- 
rious times opposed William Sharon, 
John P. Jones and William M. Stew- 
art for the position of United States 
Senator. 

The Evening Post announced some 
three weeks ago that Mayor Sutro was 
incompetent, but his friends vigorously 
denied the story at that time, stat- 
ing that he was merely indisposed, 
and would be able to resume attention 
to business in a few days. 


GUNNING FOR SILVER. 


Ex-Congressman Towne Expected to 
Bag Some Game at Sacramento. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 7.—C. A. Towne, 
ex-Congressman of Minnesota and

COUNTY AND CITY. 


A Peculiar Case at San Jose—Mayor 
Mandamused.

SAN JOSE, Feb. 7.—The writ of man- 
date to compel the Mayor and Common 
Council to pass an ordinance providing 
for the assessment of city property and 
collection of taxes by county officials 
was granted by Judge Kittredge this 
afternoon, after a hearing of several 
hours.

BOSS TWEED’S DIARY. 


A NEW YORKER HAS IT AND WILL 
PUBLISH A BOOK. 


Private Papers of the Great Boodler 
Give Many Names of People 
With Whom He Trented on a 
Cash Basis—His Extradition by 
Spain. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—There is at 
least one man in Greater New York 
today who holds the happiness, honor 
and fortune of a great many people in 
the hollow of his hand. This man is 
W. E. D. Stokes. Stokes came into 
possession of all the private papers of 
William M. Tweed several years ago. 
He has made a thorough study of 
them, with the idea of writing a book 
on the subject. 

According to his story, more’ than 
$11,000,000 was paid out by the “boss” 
for bribes and buying-up of individ- 
uals, that other people to this day 
know nothing about. EFidences of 
these payments are still in existence, 
with the indorsements of the parties 
directly concerned. The surrender of 


Tweed by the Spanish government 
after his escape from Ludlow-street 
jail, is described by the papers. in 


the possession of Stokes as political 
work to secure the election of a Re- 
publican President. 

Stokes says also that there is a real 
confession of Tweed in existence, which 
is likely to be published, and which is 
bound to create the liveliest kind of a 
stir. He says Tweed’s diary is the 
most interesting of all the papers. It 
contains references to every one that 
called on him and his business, show- 
ing that nearly every one could be 
treated with on a cash basis. The pa- 
pers were delivered to Stokes by @ man 
whom he had befriended.

PARIS, Feb. 7.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
In the Chamber of Deputies today, 
Francois Deloncle, Deputy for Castel- 
lane, raised a debate on the govern- 
ment’s foreign policy. M. Hanotaux, 
the Foreign Minister, pointed out in 
the course of his reply the exclusive 
advantages France had _ recently se- 
cured in Southern China.

A SAN FRANCISCO-TACOMA SYN- 
DICATE’S BIG PLAN. 


Have Opened Business at the Lat. 
ter Place and Seattle and Will 
Next Establish at Wrange!l. 


DOING A RUSHING BUSINESS.

WILL HAVE A HOTEL AND A FIRST- 
CLASS STEAMER. 


Keene Sends Six Horses Abroad, 
Good Racing at Oakland—Bi- 
eycle Regulations at 
Sacramento. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

TACOMA (Wash.,) Feb. 7.—[Excl- 
sive Dispatch] A syndicate of San 
Francisco and Tacoma gamblers and 
sporting men is now oarrying out ex- 
tensive plans that have been in contem- 
plation since October. Gambling houses 
have been opened in Taccma and Se- 
attle. Next week the largest gambling 
establishment in Alaska will be in full 
swing at Wrangel under the syndi- 
cate’s management. One of their men 
is operating at Rampart City, Minook 
district, this winter, and as early 4@s 
possible houses are to be opened at St. 
Michaels and Dawson City. 

Joe Harvey, a wealthy Sam Francisco 
sporting man, is at the head of the syn- 
dicate, which includes Billy Dormer 
and David Argyle of San Francisco, 
“Kiang” Jchn Malone and H. Thomas 
of Tacoma. Argyle and Dormer ar- 
rived frcem San Francisco two weeks 
ago, and are in charge of the syndi- 
ecate’s three houses in Seattle, one of 
which contained 1500 men when it 
closed at midnight Saturday night, as 
required by ordinance. Thomas is in 
charge of the establishment here. John 
Malone leaves Wednesday for Wramgle, 
where he has leased the lower floor of 
Alaska’s largest hotel, just erected by 
Sylvester & Reed, Wrangel pioneers. 
Malone will leave his lieutenants in 
charge in March, and return to com- 
plete arrangements for business at 
Dawson, whither he will go over the 
trail in May. 

Harvey is expected to take the first 
steamer for St. Michaels in June with 
a large portable hotel, which will be 
the syndicate’s headquarters’ there. 
Next summer forty gamblers will be 
working for the syndicate, which has 
already invested $25,000 in leases and 
paraphernalia. It has just sent an 
agent to New York to raise $75,000 more 
with which to build and equip a first- 
class Yukon River steamer, which will 
be converted into a gambling palace 
for use between Dawson a@nd St. Mi- 
chaels. 

The houses so far opened aie doing a 
rushing business. If gambling is not 
prohibited at Dawson by Maj. Walsh, 
the operations there will be conducted 
om an extensive scale. 


VON DER AHE KIDNAPED. 


Sensational Story from Pittsburgh 
About the Baseball Manager. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


PITTSBURGH, Feb. 7.—The Pitts- 
burgh Dispatch this morning contains 
‘the fellowing telegram from a staff 
correspondent, dated St. Louis: 

“Chris vor der Ahe, the baseball 
magnate, was taken into custody here 
last evening by a Pittsburgh detective. 
The most unique character in_ the 
sporting world was really kidnaped, and 
is now on his way to the Smoky City, 
where his body may be held for an in- 
definite period on a judgment given by 
the courts in the suit brought by Mark 
E. Baldwin, the baseball pitcher. 

“The kidnaping of Mr. von der Ahe, 
for it is such in the true meaning of 
the word, will, no doubt, create a big 
sensation. He was decoyed to the St. 
Nicholas Hotel by means of strategy, 
where he was hustled into a carriage, 
after being shown the bailpiece car- 
ried by Detective Nichols Bendel. The 
carriage was driven around aimlessly 
until it was time to board a train for 
the east. Then he was shoved into it, 
and is now on his way to Pittsburgh, 
where he will either have to make 
good the judgment of $2500 rendered 
against him in the Baldwin case or re- 
main in jail until such time as William 
A. Nimick, who was on his bond when 
first a@rresied on the charge preferred 
by Pitcher Baldwin was made, is sat- 
isfied.

INCREASE OF PENSION. 


Action of the Bureau Reversed by 
Interior Department. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.--Among a 
number of decisions rendered today. in 
pension cases, by \ssistant Secretary 
of the Interior, Websier Davis, was 
one of special interes’, In which the ac- 
tion of the bureau was reversed and 
increase of pension granted to claim- 
ant. ‘The claim is that of Stephen 
Hawkins, late Co. (“, Twenty-third New 
Jersey Infantry and Co. D.,. Thiriv- 
fourth New Jersey Infantry. Claimani 
is now in receint of a pension of $16 
per month, on account of gunshot 
wound of left snoulder, bronchitis and 
aphonia. He applied for inerease in 
July, 1892, in «which he alleged neural- 
gia of left shonlder, side of neck and 
hand, affection of sight of both cyes, 
resulting from said gunshot wound. 
This application not having been acied 
upon by the bureau, claimant filed an- 
other application September 7, 1897, in 
which he alleged his pensioned causes 
and resulting total ioss of use of left 
arm, paralysis of left lege, necessitating 
constant aid and essistance: that in 
addition to these disabilities he has 
lost the sight of both eyes. This ap- 
plication for incroase was a'‘so denied, 
from which action claimant took an 
eppeal. In his Cecisinon Assistant Sec- 

retary Davis says: 

“The testimony of the physicians who 
examined claimant reveals the fact 
that claimant suffered from chronic 
bronchitis of a suffo7ative cough ac- 
companying this condition mast terri- 
ble to behold; also, entire loss of 
voice for months at ae time: his 
left leg is paralyzed and his right 
lez somewhat effected the 
same couse; has, also, lost the 
sight of both eyes, and cannot feed or 
dress himself, nor go up or down stairs: 
that he is in 2 condition of total in- 
capacity to perform any manual labor 
in any manner whatever, or support 
himself, and that these disabilities are 
of a permanent character and not 
brought abouc by any vicious habits. 

“From all the evidence in this case 
it @ppears that claimant is, indeed, in 
a deplorable condition, and the eyi- 
dence fairly shows that he is so dis- 
abled from pensioned causes as, in 
my judgment, to be entitled to and 
increase of his present rate, @nd the 
action of the bureau is, therefore, re- 
versed.”

Steamship Laurada to Run on the 
Northern Ronte—Coasting, Laws 
to Be Enforced—Ratlroads 
to Make New Rates.

CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—A special from 
Ottawa, Ont.. says: 

“An official announcement was made 
in the House of Commons tonight that 
armed troops of the United States 
would not be permitted to accompany 
the American relief expedition to Daw- 
son City. 

“The government also stated that 
the question of allowing United States 
troops not under arms to do 80 Was 
under consideration by the Cabinet, 
and was also the subject of negotia- 
tion with Washington authorities. It 
is generally conceded that an un- 
armed body of American troops will 
be permitted to accompany the relief 
expedition over Canadian territory. 

VIOLATES COASTING LAWS.

SAN FRANCICO, Feb. 7.—The Treas- 
ury Department has advised the Col- 
lector of the Port to the effect that 
shipments of miners’ outfits from the 
United States to Victoria in American 
vessels, fear trans-shipment to Alaska 
in British bottoms would violate the 
laws regulating the coasting trade.

THOSE ALASKAN RATES.

CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—The western 
roads again took up the question of 
rates to Alaska today, when Vice- 
President Stubbs of the Southern Pa- 
cific arrived in the city.

the other roads in Chicago early next 
week.

HAS BOYCE BEEN FOUND? 


Allexed Interview With 
Slick Fakir at Montreal. 

{Special Dispatch to San Francisco 
Examiner:] MONTREAL, Feb. 5.—H. 
H. Boyce, who is alleged to know bet- 
ter than any one else about the bribery 
of Representative Otis to elect Mark 
Henna to the United States Senate 
from Ohio, has been found by an Ex- 
aminer reporter in this city, where he 
can ignore @ summons from the Ohio 
Legislature to appear and give testi- 
mony which might embarrass Hanna 
and others high in office. He admits 
freely that money was used in elect- 
ing Hanna, and says that he can tell 
a story which will startle the civilized 
world. 

“IT am not protecting Mark Hanna,” 
he said. “It is another. It is some 
one in Washington. It is McKinley. I 
am an American. Were it Cleveland 
in office at Washington, and I had no 
love for Cleveland, it would be the 
same. I would protect the head of the 
United States for the honor of my 
country, if for no other reason. 

“I am in Montreal on business con- 
nected with Alaska, and it is nobody's 
business: and while I can say that I 
can tell the whole history of the elec- 
tion of Mark Hanna to its minutest de- 
tails, T do not think the time has come 
to speak. When it does come I will 
tell the story to its end.” 

“Will you protect McKinley, then?’ 

“I shall protect McKinley always. 
When the time is ripe for the exposure 
of the Hanne election I shall write 
the story in full over my name, and 
the Examiner shall have it.’’ 

“Then you admit that money elected 
Hanna and that sOme one was bribed ”?”’ 

‘“T admit nothing now. I admit noth- 
ing. I @m protecting some one high 
in authority, and my duty tells me to 
hold my tongue.” 

As to the methods adopted by bribe- 
givers and bribe-takers when Hanna 
was elected Boyce was as dumb as an 
‘oyster. He would neither tell who fur- 
nished the money nor who paid it. He 
also refused to say that Otis had re- 
ceived $1500, alleged to have been given 
‘to him. JHe said: 
’“T will only tell you that when the

truth is known, it will create a Sénea- 


tion in this country such as has never 
been known before.” 

Bovee is not staying here for his 
health, nor of his own free will or ac- 
cord. It is anything but pleasant to 
be in Montreal at this time of the 
year. As to his Alaska business, all 
that can be said is that no one knows 
aught of it save Boyce, and he séems

HANNA IS WORRIED. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The person 
whom Boyce is endeavoring to protect 
by maintaining silence on the Otis brib- 
ery charges is said to be Col. W. C. 
Brown, formerly of Fostoria, O., who 
has been very close to McKinley, hav- 
ing served as aide-de-camp on his staff 
While Governor of Ohio. Browne has 
also been intimate with Hanna, and 
for several days this week has been 
in consultation with him here in Wasgh- 
ington. 

Hanna is evidently worried about the 
outcome of the bribery investigation. 
although he is assuring his friends it 
will be impossible for the Investigating 
Committee to discover anything. He 
was in consultation today with the 
Hon. M. Daugherty of Columbus. After 
the interview, Daugherty said: 

“We think the investigation will mot 
emount to anything. No one knows 
who or where Boyce is, and we are 
beginning to think he is @ myth.”

hounds over the park, stating that 
he wanted to get them in condition 
for races at Ingleside, San Francisco. 


He said he was willing to race his 
hounds against local dogs, but ex- 
pected no premiums unless his thor- 


oughbreds went against dogs of their 
class. 


An arrangement was made with 
Manager Black whereby Dr. Van 
Hummell could enter his hounds in 
the Sunday races, but it was ex- 
pressly stipulated that in every case 


the true name of the dog should 
given, in order that 
might be traced. 

A week ago last Sunday Van Hum- 
mell entered two dogs, Van Cloie and 
Chit Chat. Both dogs were easily 
beaten, and fairly, by local hounds, 
but the beating was no disgrace to 
Van Hummell’s dogs. as they were 
not acclimated, and were tired from 
a long trip across the continent. 

Van Humme!l was furious over the 
defeat of his dogs, however, and wrote 
a letter to Grace of the Ingleside 
Park, San Francisco, which said about 
everything a man could say about in- 
competent judges, etc.

DECISION OF INTERIOR DEPART. 
MENT IN OI1L-LAND CASES, 


Writ of Certiorari Denied itn «a 
Mineral Land Case—Pensions 
Granted, Patents Iesued, and 
Postoffices Established. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Feb. 1.—In tha 
matter of the lands claimed oy the Union 
Oil Company of California, the Secretary of 
the Interior today addressed the following 
letter to Binger Hermann, Commissioner of 
the General Land Office: 

“In departmental eommunication of Janu- 
ary 18, 1896, you were advised that, in so 
far as repartmental letter of November 8, 
1893. in answer to your office letter of Octo- 
ber 25, 1893, operated to defer the opening ta 
entry of the lands embraced in what was 
then known as suit No. 184 (which is the one 
recentiv decided in the Supreme Court, ag 
hereinbefore stated.) it is hereby recalled, 
and vou will proceed as theretofore directed 
in departmental letter of July 15, 1893, relate 
ing to these lands.’ 

“This. contemplated a restoration of the 
lands involved in said suit No. J84. 

“The decree which was passed by the Cire 
euit Court of Appeals declared that it was 
not to affect any right which the defendants, 
or anv of them, other than the Southern 
Pacifie Railroad Company, now have or may 
hereafter acquire in, to er respectnig any ef 
the Jands hereinbefore described, in virtue 
of the act of Congress, entitled ‘An act to 
vrovide for the adjustment of land grants 
made by Congress to aid in the construction 
of railroads and for the forfeiture of wun- 
earned lands, and for other purposes,’ ap- 
proved March 3, 1887. .

Reed against George J. Bouron, counsel for 
the defendant has filed with the Secretary 
of the Interior an application jor a writ af 
certiorari. It appears that mineral entry No. 
08> Was made March 31, 1877, at the Secre- 
mento, Cal., land district for the Peachy 
consolidated quartz mine and millsite, but 
among other irregularities in said entry, the 
millsite claim was omitted in the publication 
made. Other irregularities having been in 
the meantime cured, the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office, in October, 1896, 
directed the publication of the jnillsite appli- 
cation. Charles A. Reed, on June 25, J897, 
entered a pyotest against the issuance of 
patent to the mine and milisite, alleging 
that. he claimed the property by relocation 
in 1895 and 1896 that the millsite was at the 
time of its survey and location mineral Jand, 
having quartz ledges running through. it 
bearine gold in paying quantities that before 
are five or six lodes, bearing gold running 
through the millsite; that the same has been 
vprospected and worked for more than twenty 
vears and that the applicant for the patent 
was aware of ihese facts, On Beptember 25, 
1897. the Commissioner dismisses the protes® 
as to the quartz wine, but ordered a hearing 
to determine the character of the millsite, 
From this order the mineral claimant filed 
an appeal, and now presents his applieation 
for writ of certiorari, which the Secetary of 
the Interior today denied.

The action of Grider and Hutchison 
yesterday showed conclusively that 
they have entered upon a deliberate 
scheme to antagonize every proposition 
looking to the settlement of the 
waterworks question which emanates 
from or is favored by the majority ot 
the Council. Their dog-in-the-manger 
policy will have but little effect upon 
the final outcome, which will be 
reached by business methods and in 
a rational way. In the mean time,

ALLEGED INTERVIEW WITH BOYCE. 

In the San Francisco Examiner of 
February 6, appears what purports to 
be a special dispatch from Montreal, 
Can., in which the claim is made 
that H. H. Boyce has been “located” 
by an Examiner reporter in that city. 
The dispatch gives an alleged inter- 
view with Boyce, relative to the re- 
cent Senatorial election in Ohio. It 
is printed elsewhere in this issue for 
what it is worth. 

The most noticeable feature of the 
interview is the fact that Boyce, in 
his alleged conversation with the re- 
porter for the Examiner, contributes 
nothing whatever to the known facts 
of the Ohio contest. He refuses, in 
fact, to say anything definite about 
the matter, but vaguely intimates that 
at some future time he will a tale 
unfold which will harrow the souls 
of the people throughout the United 
States and New Jersey. He admits 
that money was used freely in the 
election, but cunningly refrains from 
stating how much of the money re- 
mained in his own inside pocket at 
the close of the contest. He vaguely 
intimates that in magnanimously re- 
fusing to tell what he knows about 
the ‘matter, at the present time, hais 
not protecting Mark Hanna. “It is 
another,” says the alleged Boyce; 
“it is McKinley.” He adds: “I woul 
protect the head of the United States 
for the honor of my country, if for 
no other reason,” 

This lofty but hypocritical language, 
whether uttered by Boyce himself or 
concocted by a reporter, covertly in- 
sinuates that the President of the 
United States is in some manner con- 
nected with the charges of bribery 
in the Hanna election, It hardly need 
be said that any such insinuation is 
utterly preposterous and monstrous, 
The fact that such an insinuation is 
made is the one thing which tends 
to establish the genuineness of the 
alleged interview; for a creature like 
H, H. Boyee is quite capable of mak- 
ing such an insinuation. It is in 
consonance with his known character 
and methods. He seeks to smirch 
where he cannot cajole, control and 
ruin. 

The President needs no “protection” 
in this matter from so despicable a 
scoundrel as H. H. Boyce, whose 
hypocritical palaver is worse’ than 
open denunciation, which, from that 
source, would be a compliment.

SENSELESS OPPOSITION. 

In the City Council yesterday three 
flistinct propositions bearing directly 
upon the water question came up for 
discussion. These propositions were 
as follows: 

1. A resolution submitted on the 
suggestion of the City Attorney and 
his consulting counsel, Lee & Scott, 
requesting the water company to fur- 
nish, as soon as practicable, an item- 
ized list or inventory of all the yrop- 
erty leased by the city to the com- 
pany or its predecessors, and of the 
improvements made thereon by the 
company since the lease was executed, 
together with the name or names of 
the corporation or corporations, per- 
gon or persons now, entitled to re- 
ceive payment for such improvements, 

2. A resolution providing for the 
transfer of $2000 from the tax fund of 
1897-98 to the credit of the water-liti- 
gation fund. 

3. A resolution submitted by the 
Water Supply Committee, recom- 
mending that negotiations be reopened 
for the purchase by the city of the 
West Side Water Company’s plant. 

Each of these resolutions was op- 
posed in turn by Councilmen Grider 
and Hutchison. The alleged reasons 
- for opposing these resolutions—where 
reason was given—were too 
trivial, illogical and absurd for seri- 
us discussion. 

The resolution requiring the water 
company to furnish an inventory of 
the property which, unde? the terms 
of the contract, the city is to pur- 
chase, is a logical step in the direc- 
tion of hastening the solution of the 
water question. The city, with the 
aid of expert engineers, has already 
made a careful estimate of the value 
of the property in question. The 
water company has made a tender to 
the city which is regarded as exces- 
sive. The city, through the resolution 
in question, now asks the water com- 
pany, in effect, for a bill of particu- 
lars. It is desirable, and even neces- 
sary, to know the exact value which 
the company places upon each class 
end parcel of the improvements and 
additions which it has made to the 
original plant. The data to be fur- 
nished by the company, in compli- 
ance with the terms of this resolu- 
tion, will be valuable whether the 
question. be finally determined by ar- 
bitration or by the courts, There is 
mo logical nor defensible ground for 
opposition to this plan of procedure. 

As to the appropriation of $2000 to 
the water-litigation fund, it is neces- 
sary, in order to pay the expenses of 
work preyiously authorized by the 
Council, (and with Grider’s consent 
and coéperation) in preparation for 
the legal contest over the ownership 
of the Crystal Springs water supply. 
The issues involved inthis case are 
wital to the city, as upon them hinge 
the whole question of our future. 
water supply, and the ownership of 
the waters of the Los Angeles River. 
The city’s interests must be defended 
fn this suit to the last extremity. A 
great amount’ of field work and other 
expert service has been necessary in 

order to fortify the city’s cause in 
this matter, and the transfer of $2000 
to the water-litigation fund is neces- 
sary to pay for this work. The aban- 
donment of this suit would practically 
mean the sacrifice of the city’s future 
water supply, and would be playing 
directly into the hands of the water 
company. Grider and Hutchison both 
Opposed the transfer. 

The purchase of the West Side 
Water Company's system is a neces- 
sary step to the complete ownership 
@nd control of its waterworks system

ATLANTIC CITY SCORCHED. 


Fire Destroys Several Buildings 
Along the Beach, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
ATLANTIC CITY (N. J.,) Feb. 7.—A 
fire that originated in the Academy of 
Music this morning destroyed a half 
block of buildings, entailing a loss of 
about $65,000. The origin of the fire is 

@ mystery. 

Officer Robinson discovered smoke 
issuing from under the board walk in 
front of the Academy of Music. A 
general alarm was sent in, but before 
the engines arrived the Academy of 
Music was enveloped in flames. The 
fire spread to Lapre’s confectionery 
store and there communicated to the 
rear of Bryn Mawr Hotel. 

The flames quickly spread to Bach- 
arach's furnishing store, Rutter’s 
School of Phrenology, Myer’s photo- 
graph gallery, the Gold Mine bath 
houses, Smith’s rolling-chair establish- 
ment, and a portion of the Vitascope 
parlors on the board walk. For a time 
it looked as though the Berkeley 
Hotel, the largest hostelry on Ken- 
tucky avenue, would surely be de- 
stroyed, but the wind shifted in time 
to save it. 

The heaviest losers are: Academy of 
Music, $30,000; insurance small; owned 
by Joseph Fralinger. Lapre’s confeo- 
tionery store, $5000. Gold Mine baths, 
$4000; owned by 8. 8. Mervins. Stewart 
& Co., household goods, $2500.. Bryn 
Mawr Hotel, $10,000. Bacharach’'s fur- 
niture store, $1000. 

Owing to the fact that the property 
destroyed was all beach-front buildings 
there is very little insurance, the in- 
‘surance companies refusing to take the 
risks except at very high rates.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. When- 
ever the Bostonians come to town, and 
the town agrees that their visits are 
entirely too few and far between, the 
population awakes and wants to go 
to the show in numbers that makes 
Los Angeles look like a metropolis 
with a big M. Such was the case last 
night as usual; the house was filled 
to the doors with an audience com- 
posed of the city’s pink and flower of 
youth, loveliness and other qualities 
more substantial, perhaps, but harder 
to get, if nature has not granted the 
one or has grown too individually an- 
cient for the other. Anyway, it was 
an audience delightful in its person- 
nel, and delightfully was it enter- 
tained. 

The Bostonians hold a place in the 
American operatic world peerless and 
unapproachable. Whatever that su- 
perb organization attempts is done to 
the very queen's taste; sumptuously, 
lavishly, generously, and whenever it 
puts the stamp of its approval upon a 
new opera we may be reasonably cer- 
tain that it will be something worth 
hearing. 

And of such is “The Serenade.” 
Whatever the costumer and the scene- 
painter can accomplish to insure suc- 
cess has been granted with a lavish 
hand, and hence this new piece is as 
pleasing to the eye in its development 
as a series of pictures fresh from the 
ateliers of artisis in their several lines. 
The music of the score is from the 
facile pen of Victor Herbert, a young 
American composer, who has already 
won his spurs, the book by Harry B. 
Smith, whose work with Reginald de 
Koven in “Robin Hood” has become 
an American comic opera classic. The 
new piece riots in melody—melodites 
not of the tinkling evanscent sort, but 
big, strong, rich harmonies, that, in 
some of the concerted numbers, border 
upon the majestic. It is too much to 
expect “The Serenade’ to ever be- 
come as popular with the people who 
like ‘‘tunes” that they can remember, 
as “Robin Hood,” but it is a superb 
performance, nevertheless, both as to 
the score and as to the delicious 
humor and sentiment of the libretto. 
The opening overture is a strong bit 
of score-writing, to which the orchestra 
last night gave excellent definition un- 
der the direction of that prince of 
baton-wielders, Samuel L. Studley, 
and there is throughout the piece a 
succession of beautiful numbers begin- 


rendered by the great basso, Eugene 
Cowles, and ending with the delicious 
dream trio between Barnaby, Froth- 
ingham and Miss Nielsen in the last 
act. “The Angelus” is another ex- 
quisite number, sung by Jessie PBart- 
lett Davis. and chorus, and a_ ilove 
song by Miss Neilsen in act two, which 
is a dainty and exquisite thing, whilc 
there are others in plenty—gems of 
melody that are haunting in their love- 
liness, as they were sung last night 
by the clever and engaging people 
who gave to Los Angeles a night that 
was filled with music. 

As to the people of the Bostonians, 
there still remains the great sextette 
of artists, Henry Clay Barnabee, W. 
H. McDonald, Eugene Cowles, Jessie 
Bartlett Davis, Josephine Bartlett and 
George B Frothingham, whose coming 
is like a visit of royal good fellows 
and old friends. The years seem to 
lay not the touch of a finger upon any 
of them. Miss Davis ig just as young 
and fair and dimpled as she was years 
ago, and her voice is still the ex- 
quisite instrument that is played upon 
by a mistress of her art. Barnaby is 
still the droll wag who makes puns 
that sound as if spontaneous, and 
who cracks those brittle, crisp, fetch- 
ing little jokes that catch an audience 
in the ribs and tickles it until § it 
screams. Cowles, virile. handsome and 
debonair, is in the very prime of life 
as a singer, and his great voice has 
that organ tone quality which makes 
it one that once heard is never  for- 
gotten. McDonald, too. has been wad- 
ing in that pool back East which con- 
tains the elixir of life, and Frothine- 
ham—jolly, unctuous, captivatingly 
ludicrous Frothingham—still rollicks 
and gets gay in the same good old 
way. Josephine Bartlett has but little 
work cut out for her in “The Seren- 
ade,”” but that little she does with the 
same conscientious spirit that she does 
the better part of Dame Durden. This 
much for the “old guard,” 

The juveniles are up to the Bostonian 
standard, which is a guarantee of 
quality in itself. Alice Nielsen, who 
was here once befo rith this com- 
pany, has developed out of all recol- 
lection. Her voice has a superb qual- 
ity. It is veund, full and exquisitely 
true, and it was put to a trying test 
in the number with flute obligato, and 
came out with flying colors. Miss Niel- 
sen has a dainty, winsome presence, 
and her appearance in the role of 
Yvonne last evening was one of the: 
big hits of the performance. W. E. 
Philp, . who sang the role of Lopez, 
secretary of the Brigamdage Associa- 
tion. limited, has a fresh, pure tenor, 
which he uses effectively, especially in 
the solo in the closing act, for which 
he gained a generous recall. The 
chorus is young, fresh and copious of 
voice, and trained to the limit. The 
ensemble numbers were given with a 
swing and spirit that was delightful, 
and the entire production was on a 
high plane of excellence, according to 
promise, and the tradition of this fa- 
mous company. 

“The Serenade” will be repeated to- 
night and tomorrow evening. “Robin 
Hood” beine given Wednesday after- 
noon and Thursday night. A succes- 
sion of emashing big houses is, of 
course, already assured, rain or shine. 
A feature of last night’s performance 
was the giving out of a handsomely- 
illuminated souvenir to the ladies, con- 
taining portraits of leading members 
of the Bostonian company, and other 
operatic: stars, and signed contribu- 
tions by the dramatic men on the 
local press. 


THE ORPHEUM. Four new turns 
are added this week to the vaudeville 
programme which nightly attracts 
crowds to ‘the Orpheum. Carter de 
Haven, a pocket edition of the singing 
comedian, made his first bow to a Los 
Angeles audience, and was given a 
cordial welcome. Carter ig a trim and 
active small boy, who tells spicy jokes 
and sings daring songs with a knowing 
air that ig positively uncanny when 
contrasted with his diminutive form 
and childish face, and is productive of 
some speculation as to the manner of 
man he will be when he grows up. He 
is a talented little fellow, a born come- 
dian, and has the gift of putting him- 
self at once in sympathy with his audi- 
ence, as was evidenced by the recalls 
which were given him in generous ‘| 
measure. Almont and Dumont are a 
pair of dashing hussars who play all 
manner of brass instruments, as well 
as the regulation bella and concertina. 
The arrangement of the bells is a dis- 
tinct novelty, and very effective. For 
the rest, they are a whole brass band 
in two, and the fact that one of the 
two is a woman does not detract in the 
least from the military seeming of the 
band. Violet Dale is a plump, pretty 
little comedienne, who sings Yvette 
Guilbert’s famous song in a manner 
that is very Frenchy as to accent and 
gesture, and does some acrobatic danc- 
ing that displays a bewildering amount 
of fluffy lingerie. As much grace, 
strength and skill are also shown, the 
laces and frills are forgotten in ad- 
miration for the really clever dancing.

BURBANK. “Kidnapped” was the 
very lurid play presented last night 
at the Burbank Theater, and to say 
that it was smeared upon the boards 
with the reddest of melodramatic paint 
but weakly expresses the situation. It 
took two whole acts to get through with 
what was probably intended for com- 
edy, then the action of the plot com- 
menced. An unfortunate woman with 
a white face and a black dress escapes 
from somewhere and is very conven- 
iently killed by the villain, 4vho is sup- 
posed to be her husband, and who 
wants her out of the way so he can 
marry the heroine. It was not quite 
evident to the audience whe was g0- 
ing to be abducted, but somebody had 
to be, that was clear, otherwise why 
the name “Kidnapped?” But it seems 
the villain knew his pusiness, so along 
in the fourth act, after having sand- 
bagged ten or twelve people, he and 
his accomplices carry the fainting he- 
roine away, with the aid of a real, 
genuine carriage and two sure-enough 
horses—and it must be said for the 
horses that they acted well, which can- 
not be said for the rest of the com- 
pany. Now to fill out the show and 
make it last for five acts, the inevitable 
Trish policeman was introduced, who 
failed dismally with his brogue. His 
wife, however, Miss Jennie Norton, 
proved a redeeming feature, for she 
sang a couple of songs that were very 
cleverly rendered. Mr. Elleford, who 
took the part of the German dude, 
looked anything but what he was sup- 
posed to and he evidently thought 
he was mebody else, for he would 
forget his accent, and only recover it% 
with seeming difficulty. As a@ fitting 
climax, of course, a house had to be 
set on fire, and a few people burned. 
This was in the fourth act, and during 
the rest of the show the audience sat 
and disinfected itself with the dense 
cloud of sulphurous smoke that filled 
the house, and in the last act one was 
dimly aware that all the villains and 
other objectionable characters were be- 
ing conveniently carried away in a 
patrol wagon with the aforesaid real 
live horses hitched to it, and of sep- 
arated and estranged lovers rushing 
into each other’s arms from all direc- 
tions.

The chain 
gang performed 1571 days’ labor. Sev- 
enty-seven homeless and destitute per- 
sons were lodged and fed. The Police 
Surgeon treated 183 cases. The patrol 
wagon responded to 256 alarms and 
traveled 309 miles.

SUNDAY-CLOSING LAW. 


NINE MORE ALLEGED VIOLATORS 
OF THE ORDINANCE. 


Difficulties Experienced by the Po- 
lice in Getting Evidence Against 
. the Offenders—A Disposition to 
Delay the Trials. 


Acting on his instructions from the 
Police Commission, Chief Glass had his 
spotters out again last Sunday to take 
note of violations of the Sunday-closing 
ordinance. The result was the filing 
yesterday of nine complaints, on which 
warrants were issued. Only, two ar- 
rests were made in time for arraign- 
ment in the Police Court. ‘The victims 
were H. Perronia and Vousden Craig. 
They were released on bail to appear 
for hearing February 16, at 9:30 a.m. 
E. Castellane was arrested later in the 
day, and was also released on deposit 
of $50 cash bail. 

Although the police have no diffi- 
culty in finding saloons that are open 
on Sunday, they do not find it easy to 
procure evidence against the vivlators 
of the law that will stand in court. 
The restaurant license clause of the 
ordinance is resorted to as a subterfuge 
in most instances for selling intoxi- 
cants on Sunday. Eqwipped w'th a 
small gas range or gasoline stove. a 
few tables and a little cheap table 
ware, saloon-keepers sell beer and 
whisky under gulse of serving drinks 
with meals. In some instances they do 
not even go through the formality of 
giving a cracker or slice of bologna 
sausage with the drink. It was chiefly 
through such recklessness that the ro- 
lice were able to get any indubitable 
evidence last Sunday that the law was 
being broken. A number of places 
were reported as open and _  =selling, 
against which no formal complaints 
have been made on account of the 
uncertainty of a conviction in case of 
arrest. 

The cases arising from last week’s 
raid are to come up for trial on Thurs- 
day of this week, when an cffort will 
no doubt be made for further postpone- 
ment, as delay is the tactics generally 
resorted to by the defense in cases of 
this kind, and the courts have in the 
past been too prone to grantit,the prose- 
cution thus often being worn out and 
the cases finally allowed to lapse with- 
out ever coming to trial. 

It is stated on good authority that 
at least one of the saloon men recently 
arrested was ready to go into court and 
plead guilty, provided he would be al- 
lowed to pay a reasonable fine and not 
have his license revoked. But a high 
City Hall authority who, from his pub- 
lic declarations on Sunday, closing, 


would be expected to favor the punish- | 


ment of violators of the law, is alleged 
to have advised the penitent not to 
plead guilty, but to fight the case. 
With the powers that be secretly con- 
niving at the defeat of the prosecution 
in such cases, it is hardly to be won- 
dered at that the saloon-keepers defy 
the police and continue to do business 
at unlawful hours, in spite of the edict 

of the Police Commission. | 

It is an easy matter for the police to 
ascertain what saloons are frequented 
after midnight and on Sundays by 
thirsty mortals, but to get evidence 
that will effect a conviction under the 
law as interpreted by the courts is an- 
other matter. The only kind of evidence 
that has weight in court is of a mate- 
rial nature. Samples of the ‘booze’ 
sold must be submitted, and it becomes 
necessary therefore for the officers to 
be purchasers of grog in order to make 
a winning case. It is not sufficient if 
they merely see the stuff sold to oth- 
ers. They must smell and taste in 
order to be able to swear that the law 
has been violated. 

The Police Commissioners could, if 
they were so minded, put a comoplete 
stop to the Sunday liquor traffic, with 
small delay. They have the power to 
revoke licenses at will, and if they 
would exercise that power to close 
every saloon known to be frequented at 
unlawful hours, whether an offiter is 
able to buy drinks there or not, the 
saloon men would soon learn to respact 
the closing ordinance. 


KLONDIKE FREIGHT RATES. 


Discrimination Against Los Angeles 
Very Evident. 

Secretary Zeehandelaar, of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, is in receipt of a letter from a 
Los Angeles jobber, which states that 
the rate from here to Dawson City 
is $12.75 more per ton than it is from 
San Francisco to the same place. In 
other words, the charge from here to 
San Francisco is 60 cents per hundred 
with transfer charges additional to the 
amount of 75 cents per ton. The rate 
to San Diego from San Francisco is the 
same by water as it is to Los Ange- 
les, or a trifle lower, but when ship- 
ments ,are made northward, we are 
obliged to pay $12.75 difference. Secre- 
tary Zeehandelaar says if this rate is 
maintained Los Angeles might as well 
give up the idea of doing much with 
the Klondike trade. The matter will 
be taken up by the Transportation 
Committee at the next meeting. 

The association has received a let- 
ter from the Anti-Scalpers’ Bureau of 
at Washington, D. C., 
asking the association to pass regso- 
lutions approving ithe Anti-Scalping 
Bill, now before Congress.

Deputy District Attorney Chambers 
yesterday refused to issue a com- 
plaint against Adelle Illios, the crib 
woman who was arrested last fSatur- 
day night by a party of deputy con- 
stables, who charged her with solicit- 
ing. Mr, Chambers was of the opinion 
that the arrest was in the nature of 
petty persecution, and refused to prose- 

cute her. 

On the police blotter the arrest of 
the woman was credited to ‘‘Johnston 
and Mugnemi,”’ which led to the infer- 
ence that Constable J. Harry Johnston 
had a hand in it. This did that officer 
an injustice, as he was sick abed at 
the time. It was Deputy Constable 
Johnson and two other deputies from 
Ballona township, who figured in the 
affair. They were assisted by Deputy 
Mugnemi of Los Angeles. 

What excuse the Ballona deputies 
have for coming into the city to perse- 
cute fallen women is not patent, unless 
they are in the employ of the crib- 
owner, who has a feud with the victim 
of arrest in this case.

A Contest Begun Over the Will of 
James C. Drake—The Police Court

Yesterday's session of the City Coun- 
cil was chiefly remarkable for the man- 
ner in which Grider and Hutchison in- 
volved themselves in contradictions 
and inconsistencies in their blind desire 
to oppose every measure relating to 
the water question that emanated from 
the other members of the Council. They 
received a vigorous scoring from Coun- 
cilman Toll. 

The most important business trans- 
acted was the adoption of a resolution 
requiring the water company.to furnish 
the city with a complete inventory of 
its plant and improvements. 

The end of the Creede will contest 
was reached yesterday when the case 
was submitted after brief argument. 
Max Gumpell, the expert, told why he 
thought the will was a forgery. 

Policeman Fowler was cited by Judge 
Smith for contempt because he passed 
a whisky bottle areund in the witness- 
room during the trial of the Compton 
case. 

A contest over the will of James C. 
Drake, who died leaving an estate 
worth $20,000, has been filed by a disin- 
herited son.

MUDDLED AGITATORS. 


GRIDER AND HUTCHISON MAKE AN 
EXHIBITION OF THEMSELVES. 


They Stultify Themselwes Rather 
Than Vote With the Majorty of 
the Council—Toll Gives Them a 
Canstic Scoring—Meeting of the 
Library Board. 


If any evidence were needed of the 
absurd inconsistency of Grider and 
Hutchison, the minority. members of 
the City Council, in their attitude 
upon the water question, it was af- 
{crded yesterday. The grinding prin- 
ciple of antagonism to every step ad- 
vocated by the majority members, led 
them into opposing three different 


measures during the session, each of 
which must be recognized by every 
intelligent citizen as w and neces- 
sary. The utter imbecilty of their 
course was forcibly pointed out by 
Toll and Nickell. 

Both of the. hydrophobia victims 


lined up in opposition to the adoption 

of a resolution requiring the water 

company to submit a full inventory of 
its plant and improvements, al- 
though the resolution was prepared 
and recommended by the city’s atior- 
neys as a necessary preliminary to the 
acquisition of the water system. 

both of them voted against the pay- 
ment of expenses incurred in prepara- 
tion for the Crystal Springs suit, al- 
though both of them had approved the 
requisitions for these very expendi- 
tures. Both of them seemed blind to 
the vast importance of the suit, which, 
if carried to a successful conclusion, 
will establish the city’s absolute own- 
ership of all the water in the Los An- 
geles River. 

The imbecility of the attitude of the 
iwo Councilmen was illustrated a third 
time. when they voted against a pro- 
posal to enter into negotiations for 
the purchase of the plant of the West 
Side Water Company. This company 
supplies a large part of the annexed 
territory, and its system is new and 
valuable. The ultimate acquisition of 
the property by the city will be a neces-, 
sity. 

AN INVENTORY DEMANDED. 

The first important business trans- 
acted by the Council at the morning 
session was the reading of the fol- 
lowing communication from City At- 
orney Dunn: 

ANGELES, Feb. 7, 1898. 
“To the Honorable Council of the 
city of Los Angeles—Gentlemen: I 

inclose herewith a resolution prepared 

by’ Messrs. Lee and Scott and my- 

self, and of which we advise the im- 

mediate passage by your honorable 

body, and the service of the same upon 
the water company, as provided in 
the said resolution provided.” 

The accompanying resolution was as 
follows: 

“Resolved, that, in order to enable 
the city of Los Angeles to inquire into 
the value of the improvements herein- 
after mentioned, and thus be able, 
when the proper time arrives, to en- 
deavor to agree upon such value with 
the proper party or parties, and meet 
the obligations of said city, the suc- 
cessors in interest of John 8S. Griffin, P. 
Reaudry and S. Lazard, under the con- 
tract in writing purported to have 
been made between the Mayor and 
Common Council of the city of Los An- 
geles, for and on behalf of the city. of 
Los Angeles, party of the first part, 
and said Griffin, Beaudry and Lazard, 
parties of the second part, bearing date 
July 20, 1868, and recorded in the office 
of the County Recorder of the county 
of Los Angeles, State of California, in 
beok 1 of Miscellaneous Records, pages 


_ 428 et seq., be and they are hereby re- 


quested to furnish, as soon as practi- 
cable, to this Council an itemized list 
or inventory, with a particular descrip- 
tion, of all the waterworks purported 
to be leased to said Griffin, Beaudry 
and Lazard in and by said contract, 
and aiso of all the improvements made 
in, about and upon said waterworks, 
in pursuance of said contract (the 
value of which improvements the mu- 
nicipal corporation, the city of Los An- 
gelee is, according to the terms of said 
contract, obligated to pay said Griffin, 
Beaudry and Lazard, or their assigns, 
at the expiration of thirty years trom 
the execution of said contract,) to- 
gether with the name or names of the 
corporation or corporations, person or 
persons, entitled to receive payment of 
the value of each and every parce! of 
said improvements under and by virtue 
of the terms of said contract. 
“Resdived, further, that, in case said 
successors in. interest of said Griffin, 
Beaudry and Lazard fail or refuse to 
furnish, within a reasonable time, to 
this Council, such list or inventory, the 
eity of Los Angeles will consider itself 
released from any obligation of en- 
deavoring to agree upon the value of 
said improvements with said succes-

sores, or of arbitrating with them con- 
cerning such value. 

“Resolved, further, that the City At- 
torney be and he is hereby directed 10 
transmit a copy of these resolutions to 
the Los Angeles City Water Company 
and to the Crystal Springs Land and 
Water Company, and to demand from 


each of said companies compliance 
therewith.”’ 

Nickell moved the adoption cf the 
resolution. 


Grider objected. He said that the 
City Engineer had already furnished 
an inventory of the water company’s 
improvements, “I don’t see the use,” 
he added, “of killing time and going 
over the work again.” 

Nickell called attention to the fact 
that the City Attorney and the city’s 
counsel, Lee & Scott, ‘ad tr1ecom- 
mended the adoption of the resolution 
as a necessary step toward establish- 
ing the city’s rights. As the auestions 
involved were questions of law, it 
would be foliy not to follow the advice 
of the city’s attorneys. 

Hutchison offered as an amendment, 
Grider seconding, that the water com- 
pany be required to furnish the inven- 
tory within two weeks, instead of with- 
in “a reasonable time,” as provided in 
the resolution. 

Toll said he should vote agairsi the 
amendment, not because he did not 
desire to get the inventory within two 
weeks, but because the city's attorneys 
had thought best to frame the resolu- 
tion otherwise. Their object in intro- 
ducing the resolution was to lay the 


foundation for a subsequent legal posi-_ 


tion. If the time were limited to two 
weeks the water company might read- 
ily say that it was impossible to pre- 
pare the inventory in so short a time. 

Hutchison’s amendment was defeated 
when put to a vote. 

The original resolution was then 
adopted, Grider and Hutchison elone 
voting against it. 

Hutchison then made another attempt 
to secure the passage of his resolution 
requiring the inventory to be presented 
within two weeks, but was ruled out of 
order. 

After some other business had inter- 
vened, Hutchison again introduced his 
resolution, but in the form of a mere 
request instead of a demand upon the 
water company. In thts form th- reso- 
lution was adopted.

The Water Supply Committee pre- 
sented the following resolution: 

“Resolved. that the Water Supply 
Committee be hereby instructed to re- 
open negotiations with the West Side 
Water Company with reference to a 
possible purchase of that portion of 
their plant used in furnishing water to 
the inhabitants of the city.” 

Upon the adoption of the resolution 
Grider and Hutchison voted no, all the 
ng Councilmen voting in the affirma- 

ve. 

The acquisition of the West Side 
Water Company’s plant is of impor- 
tance to the city, and has been ren- 
dered still more important by the final 
conclusion of the City Attorney that 
the company cannot be obliged to fur- 
nish water free of charge for fire pur- 
poses. The solution of the problem of 
oe oe from fire for the annexed ter- 
ritory isiclosely linked with the acqui- 
sition of the West Side system. 
DON’T KNOW THEIR OWN MINDS. 


The crowning folly of the two 
mountebank Councilmen was enacted 
when Toll introduced a resolution that 
$2000 be transferred from the tax fund 
to the cash fund for the purpose of 
paying requisitions for engineering 
work, in preparation for the Crystal 
Springs suit. The motion was carried, 
but both Grider and Hutchison voted 
against it. 

Toll rose and said: “I desire, if the 
Council will permit, to point out the 
absurdity of the positton taken by the 
members of the Sixth and Eighth 
wards. This transfer of funds is 
merely making allowance for the pay- 
ment of $1500 of expense already in- 
curred. Both of these members voted 
‘to approve these requisitions, and the 
Councilman from the Eighth Ward, as 
a member of the Supply Committee, 
himself recommended that the requisi- 
tions be approved. After having yoted 
to spend the money they now refuse 
to make a merely perfunctory transfer 
of funds for the payment of the work 
ordered. The requisitions must be paid 
and unless this transfer is made the 
money must come from the various 
department funds.” 

Grider is a member of the Finance 
Committee, but is not burdened with 
any knowledge of the condition of the 
cly’s finances. He inquired of Toll 
how much money had been spent al- 
ready in preparing for the Crystal 
Springs case. 

Toll replied that $2900 had already 
been expended in addition to requisi- 
tions for $1500 presented and  ap- 
proved at the present session. 

Grider replied: “When this matter 
first came up in the Finance Commit- 
tee, we were told that the cost of 
the Crystal Springs suit would be 
$2600. We have spent $3000 already, 
and it will cost $10,000 before we get 
throvgh. I want-to Know where we are 
going.” 

“The member is incorrect,’’ replied 
Toll sharply. ‘‘From the outset the 
cost of the suit has been estimated 
at $8000, at least. The engineers asked 
fcr $2600 for immediate use only. I 
«hould like to ask Mr. Grider if he 
knows how the money already ex- 
rended has been used?” 

“TI know where some of it has been 
but not all,’ admitted .Grider 
uneasily. 

“Then you are culpably ignorant,” 
said Toll, “for you have voted for the 
expenditure of every dollar that has 
been used. I don’t see how you dare 
to spend the city’s money’ without 
knowing how it is to be used. I 
would not vote for any expenditure 
without knowing exactly what it was 
for.” 

Tolls exposure of Grider’s ignorance 


and inconsistency was so scathing 
that Hutchison came to the rescue, 
saving that he “objected to receiv- 


‘ng instructions.” 

“They were only given when asked 
for.’ said President Silver. 

“Well, this is no kindergarten,’ re- 
plied Hutchison, ‘and I don't care to 
hear any more instructions.’” 

“It won't do you any harm to re- 
ceive instruction,” was Toll's sarcastic 
response.

the Record. 

A number of petitions from bill-post- 
ing firms were read and referred to 
the Board of Public Works. 

Similar disposition was made of J. 
L. Thompson's application for a fran- 
chise for an electric road to Pasadena. 


MANY PROTESTANTS. 
Dissatisfied Property-owners Occupy 
Most of the Afternoon Session. 

A number of protests against ,the 
accepfance of street improvements 
had been set for hearing at the after- 
noon session.. Many property-owners 
were on hand, and they occupied a 
large part of the afternoon. 

The hearing of the protest against 
sewering of San Fernando street from 
Bellevve to Ord and from Alpine to 
to Ord, was postponed two weeks. 

4 prolonged discussion arose over 
the acceptance of the improvements 
on Pasadena avenue. The contractor, 
who was present, insisted that’ the 
work was well done, but there were a 
number of critics present. A com- 
mittee, compused of Hutchison, Gri- 
der and Baker, was finally appointed to 
inspect the street. 

The protest against Twentieth 
street, from Figueroa to Grand ave- 
nue, was denied, the protest having 
been filed tvo late. 

A protest against an assessment for 
the alley in the block bounded by 
Fourth, Fifth, Hill and Broadway, 
was also denied. 

The hearing of protests against a 
number of sewers in East Los Ange- 
les was @Geferred one week. 

Ordinances of intention presented 
by the City Attorney were adopted as 
follows: For the widening of Central 
avenue be.ween Thalia street and 
Eighth street; for the opening of 
Kohler street from Ninth street to 
Twelfth street: for the @pening of an 
alley from Eighth to ‘Ninth streets, 
between Spring street and Broadway; 
for the extension of the alley in the 
block bounded by Tenth street, Elev- 
enth street, Hone street and Grand 
avenue. 

An ordinance’ was adopted raising 
the license for bill posting from $25 
to $300 a year. 

In accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the Street Superintendent the 
Traction Company and the Los Ange- 
les Railway were directed to put in new 
culverts at the imtersections of Third 
street with Spring and Main, and at 
the intersections of Spring street with 
Fourth and Fifth. The companies were 
directed to do the work before Spring 
and Main streets are repaved. 

MOTIONS. 

Baker moved that the City Engineer 
be instructed to prepare plans and 
specifications for a wagon bridge across 
the Los Angeles River at Los Feliz 
road. The motion was referred to the 
Bridge Committee. 

On motion by Mathuss, the Street 
Superintendent was instructed to re- 
pair the pavement on Sixth street be- 
tween Hill and Broadway. 

On motion by Hutchison it was or- 
dered that Lae Fayette street 
opened from Labory Lane to Ducom- 
mun street. 

Ashman moved that. whereas, the 
City Engineer has made the surveys 
for that portion of MeGarry street 
lately deeded to the city, and is famil- 
iar with the neighborhood, ‘he be in- 
structed to make @ subdivision of the 
McGarry tract at the expense of the 
owner. The motion was adopted. 

On motion by Toll, it was ordered 
that in future no-proceedings under 
the Vrooman Act shall be abandoned 
without the payment of the costs of 
advertising. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY BOARD. 


Disputed Bill to Be Arbitrated—Civil 
Service Rules. 


The Public Library Board held its 
regular weekly meeting yesterday, A 
communication was received from the 
W. G. Hutchison Company, proposing 
to submit to arbitration its bill for 
gas and electric fixtures in the library 
rooms. The proposition was accepted. 
The bill amounts to about $600, and 
the trustees consider many of the 
items excessive. 

A resolution was adopted directing 
that in future, whenever substitutes 
are to be employed in the library, those 
graduates of the training school hav- 
ing the highest percentage shall be 
preferred. This application of civil- 
service principles is expected™to prove 
a strong stimulus to constant study 
among those desiring positions in the 
library.

CREEDE CASE SUBMITTED 


AFTER FIGHTING FOR A MONTH, 
THE END I8 REACHED, 


The Contestants Offered Yesterday 
Further Evidence Upon Which 
They Rely to Prove the Will a 
Forgery—Max Guampell Gives Ex- 
pert Testimony. 


The taking of testimony in the 
Creede will contest was finished yester- 
day afternoon, and the case was ar- 
gued and submitted. 

The defense introduced additional 
testimony unon which they rely to 
prove the will a forgery. Impeaching 
evidence was offered in the morning. 
Attorney Ben Goodrich testified that 
he had met John T. Jones the day after 
his arrival from San Francisco and two 
days after Creede’s death, and that 
Mr. Jones had then told him that he 
had drawn up a skeleton will for 
Creede, but that Creede had not signed 
it. Mr. Jones had testified that he was 
met at the depot by Cal Hunter or 


Mr. Phifer, who had told him of 
Creede having affixed his signature to 
the will. 

B. Gordan, the Spring-street allor, 


next testified to a conversation which 
he had had with William Phifer the 
day after Creede’s death. He stated 
that Phifer had then told him that he 
did not know that Creede had made a 
will. Gordan suggested to Phifer that 
Mrs. Creede might make trouble over 
the estate, and advised him to see an 
attorney. He even accompanied him to 
the office of Donald Barker of the firm 
of Flint & Barker. Phifer had had 
some conversation with the ‘lawyer 


about the will. 

Donald. Barker was called as a wit- 
ness, but Mr. Gage objected to his tes- 
tifying on the ground that anything 
that Phifer might have said ¢o him 
conversation be-

tween an attorney and his client. The 
objection on this ground was sustained 
and the witness was not permitted to 
answer any question. 

R. B. Kidd, a newspaper reporter, 
who had interviewed Phifer the day 
following reede’s death, testified that 
in this conversation Phifer had left 
the impression with him that he did 
not know of Creede having made a will. 

The last witness called was Max Gum- 
pell, who gave expert testimony in re- 
gard to the signature of the will. He 
is thé same witness who has figured as 
an expert on signatures in several im- 
portant will cases, notably the Fair 
contest. Mr. Gumpell stated that after 
making an examination of Creede’s 
signature as shown in several of his 
letters, he had come to the conclusion 
that the signature on the will was a 
forgery. He stated that the stamp sig- 
nature on the will had been laboriously 
painted over with a pen, and was a 
piecework job, as was plainly shown 
by the microscope. He said if Creede 
had traced his own signature he would 
have run out the lines without lifting 
his pen at the curves, as ‘had been 
done. 

The defense has claimed all along 
that Creede used a rubber fac simile to 
Stamp his name, and that on learning 
that it would have to be written, he 
several days later traced over the lines 
, with a pen. Mr. Gumpell stated that 
the stamp signature had been traced 
over before it was dry. This, he said, 
was shown by the way the ink spread 
out in the fibres of the paper. Where 
the stamp has been left a_ sufficient 
length of time to dry, he said, this run- 
ning of the ink would not take place. 

Attorney Gage stated that he was 
ready to submit the case without argu- 
ment, but Finlayson would not consent 
to this arrangement. The case was 
then argued briefly by both sides and 
submitted. 

It will probably be weeks or even 
months before Judge Clark renders his 
decision in the case, as there is a mass 
of testimony. to go over. 


FOWLER CITED FOR CONTEMPT. 


Judge Smith Objects to the Use of 
Whisky Bottles by Witnesses. 
Police Officer Fowler, who is one of 
the witnesses in the Compton forgery 
case, was cited yesterday by Judge 
Smith for contempt for having passed 
a whisky bottle around in the witness 
room. He was ordered to appear this 
morning and show cause why he should 

not be punished by the court. 

According to the statement of a wit- 
ness, Fowler was waiting in the 
small room off Judge Smith’s court, 
with eeveral other witnesses who ex- 
pected to be called to testify, when he 
was taken witha chill. He wrapped his 
overcoat about him and some one sug- 
gested that he take a small swallow of 
whisky. Fowler took a quarter out of 
his pocket and hanried it to one of the 
witnesses, With a request that he get 
him a_ bottle cf whisky. This was 
done, and when the liquor was brought 
back, Fowler took a draught of it and 
passed the bottle around. Two wit- 
nesses accepted his hospitality, but 
the others refused. There were present 
in the room at the time W. G. Huey, J 
W. Boyd, W. V. Howard, J. B. Johnson 
and W. T. Spillman. 

One of the witresses reported the in- 
cident to Attorney Shinn and he called 
the court’s attention to the matter, 
with the result that Fowler was cited 
as stated to appear this morning in 
answer to contempt proceedings. It is 
probable that he will mot be present, 
however, as Dr. Hagan was called to 
the policeman’s home last night and 
found him in bed suffering from a high 
fever. 

The prosecution finished its case 
against Compton yesterday and the de- 
fense began with its evidence. The 
testimony thus far developed does not 
aaa from ihat offered at the former 
trial. 


ANOTHER WILL CONTESTED. 


A Disinherited Son Alleges That Hix 
Father Was Incompetent. 
A contest over the will of the late 


| James C. Drake was instituted yesier- 


day, when Creighton & Rogers, attor- 
neys for the eldest son, Alfred C. 
Drake, filed a, petition with Judge Clark 
praying that the will be not admitted 
1o probate. 

Drake died in this city on May 28, 
1897, leaving property in this and other 
States valued at $20,000. A few days 
before bis death he drew up a will cut- 
ting off his oldest son altogether. This 
son now appears as a contestant of the 
instrument, and alleges that his father 
was umduly influenced by his second 
wife, and that he was incompetent 
when he executed his will. 


AFTER HYATT. 


McCombs Has a Warrant Is- 
sued for His Arrest. 

A warrant was issued from Justice 
Young’s court yesterday afternoon at 
the instance of E. A. McCombs for the 
arrest of Attorney N. P. Hyatt, on a 
charge of embezzlement. McCombs is 
a cement contractor and he alleges in 
his complaint that during last October 
$150 came into the hands of Hyatt, who 
was at that time acting as his agent, 
and that the attorney forgot to turn 
over the money, and instead of ac- 
counting for it applied it to his own 
use. The warrant was turned over to 
Constable Yonken to serve.

BARTHLEMAN MUST HANG. 


The Sapreme Court Denies the Mur- 
derer a New Trial. 

A copy of the Supreme Court de- 
cision defying @ new trial of John H. 
Barthleman, convicted of murder with 
the death penalty attached, was re- 
ceived here yesterday. The judgment 
of the Superior Court will now be ex- 

uted. 
Barthieman's wife had been divorced 
from him. He followed her on the 
street one night as she was walking 
with a woman friend, and overtaking 
her, demanded that she give up to him 
the custody of their child. She re- 
fused and he drew a revolver and shot 
her several times, inflicting mortal 
wounds. The testimony before Judge 
Smith proved that the murder was 
unprovoked and cold-blooded. 

The defense set wp a plea of insanity. 
The appeal was mainly based upon the 
refusal of the court to give certain in- 
structions to the jury. The Supreme 
Court holds that no error was com- 
mitted in this respect. The exceptions 
taken by the defense in respect to the 
admission of non-expert’ testimony 
were not maintainable. 

It will now be the duty of the Sheriff 
to bring Barthleman back from San 
Quentin to have him resentenced, and 
the date of execution set.

M. P.—A State law which contra- 

venes any law of the United States 

"is void. The National Constitu- 

tion declares that the Constitution and 

laws of the United States are the su- 

preme laws of the lend, over all. State 
laws and constitutions. 

(2) There is no limit to the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States courts as to 
writs of habeas corpus to inquire into 
the restraint of the liberty of any one. 
Every such court has jurisdiction in 
every possible case of privation of lib- 
erty contrary to the National Consti- 
tution, treaties or laws. And that a pe- 
titioner is held under the authority of 
a State cannot, in any wise, affect the 
question of jurisdiction to inquire imto 
the cause of bis commitment and td dis- 
charge him if improperly held. Nor is 
this power reciprocal. The State courts 
have no power to discharge persns held 
by the officers of the Federal govern- 
ment. The United States Supreme 
Court, in 100 U.S., 266, complains of the 
jealousy sometimes showed in regard to 
the paramount jurisdiction of the 
United States .courts. It says: “It 
seems to be oftem overlooked that @ na- 
tional constitution has been adopted in 
this country, establishing a real gov- 
ernment therein, operating upon per- 
song and territoriegy and things, and 
wihich is, moreover, or should be, as 
dear to every American citizen as his 
State government is. Whenever the 
true conception of this government 
is once ccmceded, no real difficulty will 
arise in the just interpretation of its 
powers. But if we allow ourselves to 
regard it as a hostile organization, op- 
posed to the proper sovereignty and 
dignity of the State governments, we 
shall continue to be vexed with diffi- 
cultiés as to the jurisdiction and au- 
thority. No greater jealousy is re- 
quired to be exercised toward this gov- 
ernment in reference to the preserva- 
ticm of our liberties than is proper to be 
exercised toward the State governments 
- «+. State rights and the rights of 
the United States should be equally 
respected. Both are essential to the 
preservation of our liberties, and the 
perpetuity of our institutions. But in 


endeavoring to vindicate the one, we’ 


should not allow our zeal to nullify 
or impair the other.” 

(3) All the law of the United States 
is not specifically expressed in statu- 
tory enactment. The government has 
incidental powers. Many powers are 
of necessity inherent in the various 
departments, without which the gov- 
ernment could not discharge its func- 
tions. The exercise of such powers is 
in pursuance of the laws. When stat- 
tutes confer powers, and provide for 
the accomplishment of speeial Objects, 
they do so in general terms only, which 
carry with them by implication all 
the powers, duties and exemptions nec- 
essary to accomplish the objects 
thereby sought to be attained. 

- T. O. K.—Self-defense is strictly lim- 
ited. One cannot on a’ plea of self- 
defense kill another in repelling @ 
slight assault or an attack which evi- 
dent'y does not put life or limb in 
jeopardy. 
party assailed overestimates his dan- 
ger, in his excitement, does not deprive 
him of the plea of self-defense to jus- 
tify extreme measures he has employed. 
In the; Neagle case, ‘the United States 
Circuit Court very quaintly remarks on 
this point: ‘‘We have seen in an eastern 
law journal, but with its disapproval, 
some adverse criticism upon the action 
of the petitioner attributed to a quar- 
ter ordinarily entitled to great consid- 
eration and respect. But it is not for 
scholarly gentlemen of humane and 
peaceful instincts—gentlemen, who, in 
all probability, never in their lives saw 
a desperate man of stalwart frame and 
great strength in murderous action— 
it is not for them § sitting’ se- 
curely in their libraries, three 
thousand miles away, looking backwad 
over the scene, to determine the exact 
point of time when a man in Neagle’s 
situation should fire at his assailant, 
in order to be justified by the law. It 
is not for them to say that the proper 
time had not come. ‘To such, in all 
probability, the proper time would 
mever come. Neagle, on the scene of 
action, facing the party making a 
murderous assault, knowing by per- 
sonal experience his physical powers 
and his desperate character; and, by 
general reputation, his life-long habit 


of carrying arms, his readiness to use 
them, an his angry, murderous 
threats, and seeing his demoniac 


looks, his stealthy assault upon Jus- 
tice Field from behind, and remem- 
bering the sacred trust committed to 
his charge—Neagle, in these trying cir- 
cumstances, was the party to deter- 
mine when ‘the supreme moment for 
action had come, and if he honestly 
acted with reasonable judgment and 
discretion, the law justifies him, even 
if he erred. But who will have the 
courage to stand up in the presence 
of the facts developed by the testi- 
mony in this case, and say that he 
fired the smallest fraction of a second 
tod soon? 

B. H. writes: My wife died, having 
no children by me, but leaving a son 
by divorced man. I have bought a 
home on the installment plan since our 
marriage; the home is in her name. 
Who does it belong to now? It will 
be community property when paid for, 
but under your management. 

é . H. asks: Can I compel my 
neighbor to put a pipe underground 
to carry water to the street, or have I 
to wait till the water damages me be- 
fore I can proceed against him? Or 
again, if the water comes down on, 
and passes off through my lot with- 
out damage, can I make it a nuisance, 
compel him to stop it. 

You are not obliged to wait until 


you are actually damaged in order to 
enforce the obligation of your neighbor 


under the law or city ordinances to pro- 
vide for the conduct of water so as not 
to annoy you. 

If you do not suffer actual damage by 
the water, you cannot make it a nui- 
sance, “But it is a trespass for which 
nominal damages can be obtained; and 
doubtiess, under the city sewage or- 
dimance you oan require the conduc 
of the water another way. ' 


B. T. asks: If, after a party has 
filed a declaration of homestead and 
judgments are filed in the district court 
later, can the party give a good deed 
of his homestead; or can he hold it 
only as a homestead, and the judgment 

‘ become a lien as soon as he attempts 
give a good deed direct to his wife, 
in California? 

The judgment lying in wait cannot 
affix themselves to a homestead, which 
the homestead-owner sells and conveys 
according to law? The matter is dif- 
ferent in case of an abandonment. 

In regard tg a direct deed from hus- 
band to wife in California, it can be 
given. Either can deed to the other. 


H. W. H. writes: Please inform me 
through the law department of The 
Times what course to pursue accord- 
ing to law to collect a pasture bill. Of 
,course, I hold the horse for the bill, 

but it is all it is worth; and I want 

to force a settlement. How, shall 1 
go about .it? 

You must reduce your claim to judg- 
ment; and if you hold the horse on a 
valid lien you can have it sold under 

the judgment, which can be done 
‘through a magistrate’s court.

when I had ceased to use it, wrote to 
his wife surrendering possession. She 
says she never got the letter, and her 
husband now holds me for four months’ 
rent. This, to.save trouble, I agreed to 
pay. This man has a mortgage on a4 
cow and horse of mine covering money 
he advanced to me. Be was kind for 
a time and patient; so one day, in an 
impulsive fit, Ixywrote to him stating 
that 1 would phy him the office rent 
first, as it was unsecured, and the 
mortgage as soon as I could. He at 
once began threatening me for the 
money. He did not state whether the 
money was to be applied to the mort- 
gage or to the office rent. In response 
to his letters, I sent him various sums, 
thinking tha* I was paying off the 
mortgage. He now writes me stating 
that he has applied the money to the 
office rent, and threatens to take the 
cow and horse. It was on the implied 
condition that he should wait on the 
mortgage that I said I would pay the 
office rent first. I have been paying 
him, 22 per cent. o.1 the mortgage. Can 
he‘ legally apply the money paid him 
on the office rent? 

Your promise to pay the office rent 
first would authorize him to apply the 
money on the office rent, on the suppo- 
sition that you owed the office rent. 
The promise to pay four months’ office 
rent was not and is not binding, how-, 
ever. (1) Because it is without any con- 
sideration; (2) because your notice was 
sufficient as to vacating, being sent 
through the mail, even if it was not 
received; (3) because there is evident 
negligence on his part in not discov- 
ering the vacating himself in less than 
a month. You cannot prevent his fore- 
closing the mortgage: but if he brings 
suit to do so you can offset whatever 
you have paid on the office rent, be- 
cause it was not voluntary but under 
a species of duress. yy 


T. R: S.—Yes; the proprietor of an 
elevator is a carrier of passengers, and/ 
is subject to the liabilities as a railroad 
company therein. Hence, he must use 
the best known tests reasonably prac- 
ticable to discover defects in the ma- 
chinery. And the mere fact that fthe 
elevator was constructed by a coOm- 
petent manufacturer ‘to whose neglect 
a flaw is attributable which has 
caused injury will not screen the pro- 
prietor from liability. His imperative 
obligation. is to use all reasonable 
means and diligence to furnish good 
and well-constructed machinery adapt- 
to tts purpose, and mude of good 
material: and he must adopt the saf- 
est kinds in practical use. And the 
fact that fare is not collected of passen- 
gers in using the elevator is no de- 
fense. The utmost care and diligence 
are required in such cases. The Su- 
preme Court says: “‘We know of no em- 
ployment where the law Should de- 
mand a higher degree of care and dili- 
gence than in the case of the persons 


using and running elevators for lifting |:

other. The danger of those being raised 
is great.” ‘ 


T. M. R.—Where a corporation per- 
mits an agent heving shares of capital 
sto for sale belonging to a third 
persch. to convert the same to his own 
use, by transferring the stock to him 
on its books, and 
certificates therefore, 
quiring the original certificates 
to be indorsed in the manner 
prescribed by law, the corporation 
will. be Liable 
owns the stock for the damages caused 
him by Hs transfer to the agent. It 
is the duty of the corporation to re- 
quire evidence of right before making 
a transfer; and where it fails to do 
so, it must be held answerable for its 
negligent error. It is even bound to 
act consistently with equitable, as well 
as legal, rights within its knowledge; 
so that the mere possession of the 
legal title will not always suffice for 
its authority to make a transfer in 
favor of a holder. In case of an im- 
proper transfer, both parties, the cor- 
poration and the one procuring the 
transfer to himself, are answerable. 


M. O. T.—Railroad regulations, if 
reasonable, will be enforced; but they 
will not always receive a mere literal 
interpretation. Thus it is a reasonable 
regulation which requires that passen- 
gers shall not ride on the platform of 
a car. But it does not apply where 
passenger takes refuge from antici- 
pated danger, which he had good rea- 
son to fear, and is injured in conse- 
quence of being on the platform. Thus, 
if a passenger shuns a collision by 
stepping on the platform, but is in- 
jured in consequence of doing so, yet 
he will be protected in the exercise 
of his caution, even if it be a mis- 
take, and the passengers who retained 
their seats escaped uninjured.

He has a vested right-of-way by pur- 
ehase, and can protect it, if necessary 
by injunction. 


M. N. A.—Where land is to be con- 
demned for a reservoir, its value for 
any special purpose may be considered 
as one of the elements tending to show 
its market value; but the market value 
and not the value for such special pur- 
pose or the value ‘to the party seeking 
to condemn it, or to the owner is the 
amount of compensation. Nor is a cal- 
culation of the actual value of the land 
condemned by considering the neces- 
sary cost of putting it in condition for 
certain purp )ses, and the probable in- 
come and profit which would result 
from its use a proper method of deter- 
mining its value. Neither can the 
necessities of the public or of the party 
seeking to condemn land be taken into 
consideration in fixing its value. It is 
merely the value in the general mar- 
ket which is to be estimated and al- 
lowed no fanciful or speculative in- 
terests can be consulted, on evidence 
of the naturo of the land taken. 


T. R. O.—Yes, in California the pro- 
priety between the sexes is to be pre- 
served at all hazards. And a man is

(1.) The articlpe of the Consfitution 
referred to is simply a provision that 
whatever property belonged to the hus- 
band or wife at the time of marriage, 
and whatever is afterward acquired by 
gift, devised or descent, is separate 
property.

A 
husband or wife, however, can only de- 
vise one-half of the community prop- 
erty, except that if a husband assumes 
to devise the whole of the community 
property the widow will be put to her 
election, between her half of the com- 
munity property and the provisions of 
the will.

THE LESSON OF A FAILURE. The 
failure of the Bankers’ Alliance Insur- 
ance Company of this city, and the de- 
vjous methods pursued by the manag- 
ers of that institution in obtaining 
bu¢iness during the past ten years, a 
full desoription of which was given in 
The Times of Sunday, carries with it 
a lesson which those who are thinking 
of insuring their lives should not fail 
to heed. The lesson is, in brief, that 
any company wiich pretends to sell a 
thing at less than cost must in the end 
inevitably go to the wall. The system 
pursued by these assessment companies 
will not stand even a superficial in- 
Vv igation on part of those who have 
any definite idea of the facts connected 
with life insurance. All the old line 
companies are compelled by law to 
maintain a sufficient reserve. Every 
time they secure a premium they must 
set aside @ certain percentage of the 
amount which, added to the accumu- 
Jjated interest at 4 per cemt., will equal 
at maturity the amount promised to the 
policy holder. As noted a few days ago 
in The Times, one of the leading 
American insurance companies has re- 
duced this rate of interest to 3 per 
cemt., thus still further increasing the 
guarantee reserve. 

Companies which work upon such a 
basis as this do not have to fail, while 
fpompamies working upon such a basis 
as that followed by the Bankers’ Alli- 
ance must inevitably fail, sooner or 
later.

This Mr. Plaut of Cincinnati ought 
to have investigated a little more be- 
fore “shooting off his mouth” on a sub- 
ject concerning which he is evidently 
not well informed. It is by no means 
true that frost has nipped most of the 
oranges in Southern California. On 
the contrary, 20 mer cent. would he a 
high estimate of the total damage done 
to the crop by frost. There are several 
thousand carloads of first-class fruit 
yet to go forward. 

The presumption of those eastern 
people who spend a few days here and 
them think they know all about a sec- 
tion which even those who were born 
here do not yet thoroughly understand 
is wearisome in a high degree. 


BIG DEMAND FOR ONIONS. 
Thanks to the Klondike excitement, 
onions @re likely to be as profitable a 
crop as oranges on this Coast during 
he coming year. A recent ‘dispatch 
rom Tacoma says: 

“Evaporated. onions’ are precious. 
Every Klondiker wants five or tem 
pounds for his outfit, but the supply is 
running very low, and the price has 
cents a pound. Green 
onions @re scarcely obtainable at any 
price in Washington or Oregon. All 
that can be secured in Idaho amd Mon- 
tana are being shipped in to supply the 
Puget Sound evaporators. Outfitters 
have announced that they will not sell 
a pound of onions except to men pur- 
chasing whole outfits from them. Ta- 
coma. firms have cabled to Germany for 
a@ sample shipment of 500 pounds of 
evaporated onions. If they are satis- 
factory several tons will be cabled for.”

May dropped to 34% in a iew 
minutes, and though seaboard reports of a 
good foreign inquiry .caused a few of the 
more timid shorts to cover, which sent the 
May price back to 9446@945, the price drop- 
ping immediately after this demand was sat- 
isfied to 94%. California reported an abun- 
dance of Much-needed rain. Indian crop pros- 
pects, reported as unfavorable Saturday, were 
said to be splendid today; and Australia, it 
was said, would have more wheat for export 
than expected. Rosario cables stated ihat 
both receipts and shipments of Argentina 
wheat were increasing. Northwest receipts 
were heavy. For two hours the May price 
hung about the bottom, the dullness being 
varied occasionally by some buying against 
‘‘puts.’”

VERY BUSY SESSION OF THE CITY 
TRUSTEES. 


City Engineer Presents Estimates 


for a Sewer System—Mexican 
' Drops Dead in the Street—His- 
torical Society Meeting. 


PASADENA, Feb. 7.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The City Trustees met this afternoon 
and transacted more business than at any 
previous session this scason. All the mem- 
bers of the board were present. The most 
important piece of business was the receipt 
of the City Engineer's report on the cost of 
sewering the entire city. The report necessi- 
tated the nmiaking cf a map of the city, show- 
ing every strect and alley, every lot and 
subdivision, and all present sewers and 
streect-car lines. In addition it required the 
making of profile maps on a scale of 200 feet 
te the Inch. 

The estimate furnished by City Engineer 
Clapp includes sewering all of the city that 
Can be drained by the present outfall sewer, 
and leaves only small districts in the south- 
eastern portion of the city, and in the extreme 
west close to the Arroyo Seco, which dis- 
tricts will have to be provided for separately, 
a@s they cannot be drained by the voutfall 
sewer. Beth of these districts are small and 
Very sparsely setiled, and will not need a 
#ower for many years. Forty-seven miles of 
sewers, varying in size from eight to fourteen 
inches in diameter will be required, and the 
tetal cost will be $178,251.76. 

A petition from J. M. Thompson et al. for 
a franchise fer an electric road in the city 
of Pasadena, upcn motion of Trustee Wash- 
burn, was placed on file. The petition stated 
the course of the road as far as the southern 
boundary, from whence is asked a franchise 
to cross the Santa Fé and Terminal railroad 
tracks on a viaduct and come up Raymond 
avenue to Union street, thence west on Union 
strect to Fair Oaks avenue; thence south on 
Fair Oaks avenue to Vineyard, and east on 
Vineyard to Raymond avenue. Upon request 
of’ Mr. Willetts, the matter was filed to await 
‘the return of Capt. Simpson from the North 

e matter of the protests against sewers 
on the East Side was deferred till tomorrow 
afternoon, at which time the Council will 
meet again to transact business that could 
not be completed at today’s session.

SANTA MONICA. 


Measures to Check Hydrophobia. 
An Important Sewer Contract. 
SANTA MONICA, Feb. 7.~—{Kegular Corre- 
spondence.] The Board of City Trustecs had 
an animated discussion of the mad-dog ques- 
tion this afternoon, An ordinance was pre- 
sented by the City Attorney, and was adopted, 
requiring all dogs to be muzzled when in 
public places. The ordinance makes it the 
‘duty of the Ofty Marshal and the other 
members of the police department to im- 
pound all unmuzzled canines, and (gives: 
them authority to kill and bury et the 
city’s expense any dogs suspected of having 
hydrophobia. Trustee Roth urged that the 
Present ordinance providing for the impound- 
ing of stray dogs had not been enforced, and 
said it was doubtful whether the new ordi- 
nance would be any more effective. H. W. 
Keller said the trouble with the poundmaster 
was that he had not received proper rupport 
from the other officers. The City Mashal was 
empowered to employ a special deputy ‘or 
ten days to enforce the new dog erdinance. 
Excitement over the hydrophobia question, 
which was aroused a few days ago by ihe 
death of a child afflicted with the disease, 
was revived Sunday morning, when a dog, 
evidently mad, appeared on Third street 
barking furiousyl and snapping ferociously 
at other dogs, several of which were bitten. 
Some men gave chase and finally killed the 
animal, The city officials propose to make 
special provision for informing peuple gener- 
ally of the requirements of the new ordi- 
nance, so that the owenrs of :eally valuable 

dogs may provide for their protection. 

‘he City Attorney presented to the City 
Trustees an opinion on the application of 
J. C. Elliott for a franchise for a wharf at 
the foot of Railroad avenue. The. cpinion 
was a lengthy one, leading to the conclusion 
that the board had no legal right to rant 
the franchise. Mr. Elliott’s attorney was pres- 
ent and expressed a contrary opinion. Action 
on the question was deferred for one week. 

The board accepted the bid wf the Thomp- 
son Bridge Company of San Francisco to 
construct an outfall. sewer 1250 feet long, 
with a screenhouse and a wharf of that 
length at the southerly city limits, The tirm 
will probably not commence work for about 
sixty days, as it will require tome time to 
get the necessary materials on ihe ground. 
The wharf is to be twelve feet wide, except 
for a distance of forty feet irom ine vuter 
end, where it will be thirty-two feet wide. 
The specifications require the piles to be 
not Icss than cight inches in diameter at 
their lower ends, which will make an average 
diameter of about twelve inches at the water 
liné. The deck, or flooring, will be twenty 
feet above mean low water, or twelve :eet 
above high water. At the outer end of the 
wharf there will be twenty-seven feet of 
water at high tide.

A MERRY WAR IS ON AT EN- 
SENADA, 


Colonization Company and Chamber 
of Commerce Prefer Charges 
Against Each Other—Good Games 
of Baseball—Little Girl Almost 
Burned to Death. 


- 


SAN DIEGO, Feb. 7.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Information has been brought 
here from the south that a merry war is on 
at Ensenada between the Chamber of Com- 
merco ana the Mexican Land and Coloniza- 
tion Company as a result of the policy that 
has been adopted by the new manager of the 
company. The Chamber of Commerce claims 
that the company is trying to treeze out the 
merchants by establishing a store and selling 
gocds for less than living prices, and that 
the company is carrying a lot of dead-heads 
and non-residents on its colonist rolls, thereby 
importing goods free of duty to the damage 
of the local trade. On the other hand, the 
company alleges that the merchants took ad- 
vantage of a sugar famine to push prices up 
and squeeze the company and to force it into 
unbusiness-like and ruinous methods. 

A complaint has been lodged with the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury by the Chamber of 
Commerce, signed by its president, in which 
a brief history of the establishment of the 
colonies of Romero Rubio and Carlos Pacheco, 
taking in the countrty surrounding San 
@uinun and pnsenaaga, iespectiveiy, is given, 
and setting forth the charges that the com- 
pany established a flouring mill at San Quin- 
tin, began a railroad, inaugurated waterworks, 
organized maritime communication, etc., but 
with such r management that the loco- 
motives and rails are eaten with rust, the 
waterworks ruined, the schooner Josephine 
abandoned in the bay, and the population of 
the town reduced to barely twenty people. 


The chamber also alleges that the population, 


independent of the company and not enjoy- 
ing the benefits of special concessions, in the 
Carlos Pacheco colony, has increased to 1500 
inhabitants, and that ail of these people are 
busy developing the surrounding country and 
building up business enterprises, and the 
charges are made that the company evidently 
prefers not to colonize; that it hopes to keep 
the lands bare and convert that portion of 
the peninsula into a feudal domain, whose 
lord should be a titled ifnglishman. And 
that to do this the company pursued a three- 
fold policy: To oppose the agricultural class 
in order to secure and hold real estate, to con- 
tend with the mining class, and to sell mining 
concessions in such a way as ‘s impede and 
prevent the exploration of the Country, thus 
monopolizing the mining concessions, and, 
third, monopolizing the commercial business, 
rope forcing the inhabitants to render tribute 
it. 


In conclusion the memorial declares that the 
Mexican Land and Colonization Company has 
clearly defined its policy, which is to make 
Lower California an English dependency, and 
asks the Secretary of the Treasury to make 
a rigid examination into the state of affairs 
on the peninsula. 

The company makes the claim that the 
Chamber of Commerce, composed of a few 
merchants of Ensenada, have made a united 
effort unjustly to injure the company; that 
they attempted to hoodwink and bulldoze its 
manager, and cinch the company warhever 
opportunity offered; that the company grew 
tired of this sof® of thing, and has now 
started out on lines entirely independent of 
other local dealers, so far as its commercial 


interests are concerned,

VENTURA COUNTY. 


A Special Election to Be Held on 
the Liquor Question. 
VENTURA, Feb. 7.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] What promises to be a most bitter fight 
between the temperance people and the sa- 
loon-keepers in this county is now developing. 
Tt will not be merely local in its effect, as 
the promoters of the movement will enter 
every county in Southern California. The 
united churches of the county, backed by the 
Ministerial Union, four county newspapers and 
all of the temperance element, are circulating 
about two. hundred petitions, asking that the 
Supervisors call a special clection in order 
that the people may vote on the question of 

prohibiticn. 

The movement was started by a Rev. A. 
L. Abbott, who is traveling in behalf of the 
Gospel Temperance Union. It was inaugu- 
rated about three weeks ago, and since then 

pel Unions have been formed in every 
town and village in the county. The peti- 
tions are now in the hands of the most act- 
ive workers. The whole county has been di- 
vided into-sections, and subdivided, and the 
work is now reaching its climax, being rushed 
along as rapidly as possible. 

The promoters have retained a prominent 
lawyer of this city, with whose aid one of 
the shrewdest campaigns was mapped out, 
and is now nearing its first victory, compell- 
ing the Board of Supervisors to call ja 
special election, at a cost of $4000 to the 
county. This expense is now arousing the 
Supervisors. 

The first information was received by the 
saloon-keepers on Friday. They were com- 
pletely surprised, and are now thoroughly 
aroused, but admit that they can do nothing 
until the matter shall be placed before the 
people. he work was commenced quietly in 
the country, and it is only since Friday that 
work has been going on in this city. 

The: ordinance that the temperance people 
ask for is made a part of the petition. It 
asks that the people of each precinct be al- 
lowed the privilege of saying whether they 
want saloons in eir precinct or not. It is 
claimed that by this method of local option 
nearly every saloon in the county will go. 

The proposed ordinance allows only drug- 
gists to handle liquors. It cannot be re- 
pealed except by a vote of a majority of the 
voters.. It will be filed with the Supervisors 
in March, the special election to come off 
within thirty days from the date of filing. 

The District Attorney was consulted, and 
he stated that, assuming the promoters have 
complied with the law, County Government 
Act, 1897, chap 277, sec, 13, the Board of 
Supervisors will have. no choice, but will 
have to call the desired specia! election. 

The saloon-keepers consulted all have vari- 
ous opinions, and will not talk at any length 
for publication. 


POMONA. 


Schools Closed for a Week on Ac- 
count of Scarlet Fever. 


POMONA, Feb. 7.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The Board of Health held a meeting 
this morning to consider the closing of the 
public schcols on account of the fear of 
scarlet fever. Petitions for this action had 
been presented the board from parents who 
had withdrawn their children through fear of 
the disease. President Adams cf the Voard 
of Education joined in the discussion, and 
though it was the general verdict that there 
was no occasion for alarm, the board de- 
cided to close the schools for one week to 
prevent the pupils who were withdrawn from 
falling behind their classes. Dr. Smith, sec- 
retary of the board, was instructed to notify 
the varlous papers that there is no occasion 
to fear an epidemic of the disease. There 
have been no new cases since Saturday, and 
the total still remains at eighteen, with one 
death, the cases in general being very mild. 

The rain of today has done great good to 
crops in general, and in addition it is believed 
it will have the effect of freeing the atmos- 
phere of scarlet. fever germs. 


SAN BERNARDINOCOUNTY 


MAN SUPRISES Hrs QUONDAM WIFE 
IN A COMPROMISING POSITION. 


Interestng Suit Involving Riparian 
Rehts—New Christianj Church. 
Farmers’ Institute at Rialto. 
Supervisors in Session. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 7.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] A lively episode occurred a few 
nights ago, which has not found its way into 
print. 

About a year ago a diverce suit was tried 
in the Superior Court that attracted consid- 
erable attention. The divorce was not 
granted, but the wife, who figured as the 
plintiff, was granted a comfortable alimony, 
payable monthly, and the guardianship of a 
minor child. 

As far as is known, the alimony has been 
paid regularly. Meanwhile the husband kept 
his eyes wide open. He saw his quondam 
wife much in the company of another man, 
and his suspicions were aroused. Affairs came 
to a climax during the past week. The hus- 
band got an officer of the law to accompany 
him to the house occupied by the wife. They 
watched on the outside, and soon after the 
wife and her “gentleman friend’’ walked up 
the street, entered the house and locked the 
door behind them. A few minutes later the 
husband and the’ officer broke in the door 
and found the inmates in a compromising post- 
tion, as a result of which the husband opines 
that he will not be compelled to pay alimony 
much longer. 

IMPORTANT WATER CASE. 

A very interest suit, involving riparian and 
other, rights which has been pending in the 
Superior Court of this county for nearly five 
years, is now nearly ended and the concluding 
arguments will be made within the next few 
days. The suit is that of Cave vs. Tyler and 
nearly every property-owner on Mill Creek 
and its tributaries is involved. Action was 
begun in 1894 by Byron Waters, as counsel 
for the residents of Old San Bernardino, the 
Crafton Water Company and the Barton (Land 
and Water Company against the residents of 
Mill Creek Cafion, seeking to enjoin the de- 
fendants from the use of water, claiming to 
have appropriated it and to have been the 
owners since 1842. In 1894 disclaimers were 
filed by all of the defendants except Mrs. Han- 
nah M. Skinner. The defendants set up @ 
claim to the rights in a certain cienega, lo- 
cated on lands occupied by them, claiming 
that the waters were percolating and not 
tributary to Mill Creek. The case was tried 
on these issues in 1894. Findings and judg- 
ment in this trial were made,February 3, 1897. 
in favor of the plaintiff sto the clenega 
waters. 

The lands in Mill Creek Cafion occupied by 
the defendants were, until 1896, unsurveyed 
government lands. During that year the sur 
vey was accepted by tho United States, and in 
January, 1897, all of the defendants, except 

. W. Skinner, secured contracts from the 
Southern Pacific Railway for the lands upon 
which they resided, which included Sec. 9, T. 
BR. 1 W., 

The right of the Southern Pacific Company 
is based on acts of Congress, granting certain 
odd sections of land, dated 1866 and 1871, from 
which date the Southern Pacific Company 
claim to have been proprietors of the 6ection 
and riparian owners of the water-rights. 

Mrs. H. S. Skinner moved the court in July, 
1897, to set aside the judgment that had been 
entered against her. The motion was granted 
and Mrs. Skinner established the fact that 
she had acquired a contract from the Southern 
Pacific Company for ownership of a part of 
the section, and claiming riparian rights to 
all tributaries of Mill Creek, and water from 
a cienega as being percolating waters. 

Mrs. Skinner thus raised for the first time 
in the history of the litigation of the waters 
of Mill Creek the question of the respective 
rights of riparian lands on Mill Creek Zanja 
and to the waters of Mill Creek. 

This case came up December 20 and contin- 
ued four days. February 2 it was again 
brought into court and occupied the attention 
of Judge Campbell until Saturday night. The 
concluding argument will be made within a 
few days and a final decision rendered. 

A NEW CHURCH STARTED. 

The Central Christian Church was organ- 
ized in Davis's Hall Sunday, and a unanimous 
call was extended to Rev. R. A. Martin to be- 
come its pastor. Rev. Mr. Martin accepted. 

Some weeks ago Mr. Martin was deposed 
from the pastorate of the Christian Church 
by the board of trustees, but against the 
wishes of some members of the congregation, 
who constitute the charter membership of the 
new church. 

The Central Church begins its existence 
with thirty charter members, and permanent 
organization will scon be effected. At present 
affairs are in charge of an Executive Com- 
mittee. composed of J. Poole. chairman;

FARMERS’ INSTITUTE. 

A successful and well-attended University 
Farmers’ Institute was held at Rialto today, 
conducted by Prof. A. J. Cook of Claremont, 
under the auspices of the University of Cali- 
fornia, being a part of the system of univers- 
ity-extension movement carried to farmers.

A MYSTERY CLEARED. 


Missing Man Reappears and Makes

GALENA (Kan.,) Feb. 7.—Great ex- 
citement prevails over the appearance 
in this city today of Tyler Gaviett, 
who disappeared in March last from the 
Windsor stock farm, owned by Solon

FALSE FIRE ALARMS. 


DISCHARGED FIREMEN ACCUSED 
OF TURNING THEM IN. 


Department Called Out Three 
Four Times a Week for No 
Cause, 


or 


NEATH AND BROWN WANTED. 


WARRANTS FOR THEIR ARREST 
ISSLED YESTERDAY. 


They Have a Box Key, and it is Al- 
legwed That They Have Boasted of 
Having Sent the Department 
on Wild-goose Chases. 


Warrants . were issued by Justice 
Morrison yesterday for the arrest of 
Hayry Neath, formerly a callman with 
engine company No. 5 ef the fire de- 
partment, and A. H. Brown, an elec- 
trician. The men, it is averred, have 
repeatedly turned in false alarms dur- 
ing the past three months, calling the 
fire apparatus to various parts of the 
city at ali hours of the night for 
naught. 

Neath was discharged from the fire 
department last November for drunk- 
enness and insubordination. Brown was 
formerly employed by City Electrician 
Ira J. Francis, and did repair work on 
the wire limes. At that time Assistant 
City Electrician Morton missed a key 
used to open the inner doors of alarm 
boxes, and accused Brown of taking 
it. The key was never recevered. 
Duplicates of this key are in the pos- 
session of Fire Chief Moore, Assistant 
Chief Smith and City Electrician Fran- 
cis only. The key opens the mechani- 
eal arrangement ia the inner compart- 
ment of the fire boxes and permits the 
possessor to turn in any alarm, single, 
second or general, from any box. Fur- 
iher than this, by using the méchan- 
ism, one can turn in an alarm of fire 
which apparently comes from am alto- 
gether different section of the city, 4s 
any box number can be sent in from 
each box. 

Since the discharge of Neath false 
alarms have come in with great regu- 
larity, averaging three or four a week. 
Some nights two or three alarms have 
been sent in. The department, upon 
responding, frequently foumd that the 


boxes had, to all appearances, not been 


tampered with. As the key with which 


the outer door of @ box is opened is 


automatically locked in the Keyhole 
and cannot be taken out until released 
with what is known as a “release key,” 
the alaruns were evidently turned in by 
some one possessing such a key. 

_ By a singular coincidence, Neath and 
Brown weie present many times when 
the department reached the box from 
which the alarm had been turned in. 
They usually gratified themselves by 
laughing at the discomfiture of the 
department members, especially Chief 
Moore or Assistant Chief Smith. They 
apparently took great delight in 
“joshing” the chiefs amd making 
facetious inquiries regarding the cause 
of the “‘fire.”’ 

Last Friday night an alarm was 
turned in from box 41 at Main and 
Fourteenth streets. Wihen the @:part- 
ment arrived Neath and Brown were 
already present. They laughed at 
Assistant Chief Smith, who replied to 
their inquiries that the ‘fire’ was 
caused by a gasoline stove. 

“Yes,” Brown is said to have re- 
marked, “gasoline stove, eh! Well, 
never mind, we'll give you another be- 
fore morning.”’ 

And they, or some one, did. Less 
than an hour later the two men, with 
another, appeared in a buggy in front 


of chemical engine-house No. 2, shout- 
ing ‘Fire!’ Tustily. The company 


hitched up, whereat the men laughed 
and ridiculed the firemen. A few min- 
utes later, while the men were still 
raising a disturbance, an alarm was 
turned in from box No. 47 at Eighth 
and Hope streets. 

“Oh, you needn't count the taps,” 
shouted one of the men to John Roeder, 
the captain of the chemical, “it’s in 
your district."” As the taps had not yet 
all come in, it is argued that the men 
must have induced some one else to 
turn in the false alarm. 

When Assistant Chief Smith reached 
the box the men were there, having 
driven directly in front of the chemical 
engine all the way. They succeeded 
in retarding its progress by a zig-zag- 
ging course, and laughed at the remon- 
strances of the firemen. When Assist- 
ant Chief Smith remarked that be sus- 
pected them, they laughed at him. 

“No, we didn’t turn that one in,” re- 
marked Neath, “but we know who did. 
Where's the big Chief? He's the one 
we're after, not you. We thought this 
was in his district. But never mind, 
we'll give you another one before 
morning. We'll give you No. 72.” 

No. 72 is the Arcade Depot, and is 
answered by three engines and three 
chemicals. 

Assistant Chief Smith also avers 
that Brown on one occasion told Capt. 
Roeder that he intended giving the en- 
tire department a “good run” some 
night by turning in an alarm from box 
No. 32 at the corner of Main and First 
streets, and then tapping ‘“‘three sixes.’’ 
“And here’s the key I'll do it with,’ 
Brown is alleged to have added, show- 
ing the small key above mentioned, 
which unlocks the inner compartment 
of the box. With this key it would be 
possible for Brown to turn in such an 
alarm as the one threatened from any 
box in the city, and as three times six 
taps, or No. 666, is a general alarm, all 
of the apparatus in the city would im- 
mediately answer, leaving the rest of 
the city bare of fire protection. 

Besides the expense to the city of 
wear and tear on the apparatus in an- 
swering these false alarms, and, the 
leaving of that section of the city with- 
out adequate fire protection, is the dan- 
ger of loss of life to the firemen. Acci- 
dents to firemen answering alarms are 
frequent, and many fatal ones have 
been recorded. Three years ago Samuel 
Haskins, a stoker on enginer No. 3, 
while answering a false alarm was 
caught in the wheel spokes and dashed 
against the boiler with such force as 
to fracture his spine. He died in- 
stantly. A driver on chemical engine 
No. 1, named Anderson, was also killed 
by being jammed between the engine 
and the doorpost while leaving the en- 
gine-house. 

Neath and Brown had not been ar- 
rested up to midnight last night.
